The Film Talks and Sings 


By ELMER E. BUCHER, Vice-President RCA Photophone 


The motion picture projector and the 
phonograph have long been common- 
place. The one has enabled us to see, 
while the other has made it possible for 
us to hear, but always they have enter- 
tained us independently. Neverthe’ess, it 
has required years of engineering re- 
search at enormous expense to success- 
fully combine the visual feature of the 
motion picture screen with the aural 
feature of the phonograph. 


Fully to appreciate the truth of this 
statement, the reader has but to consider 
the fate of the so-cal’ed talking-movies 
of the past. So chronic was the failure 
of innumerable experiments of this 
character ¢hat the very practicability of 
the idea came to be questioned. Yet to 
us the reason for these failures is obvious 
enough. Most of the early attempts at 
synchronization of sound and motion 
picture made use of the conventional 
phonograph and wax record, played, so 
far as possible, in step with the action 
of the screen. This was before the day 
of electrical recording and reproducing. 
Such a procedure was foredoomed to 
failure, inasmuch as it lacked the ele- 
ments of realism, positive reliability in 
operation, proper distribution of sound 
values and the precise synchronization 
of sound with the moving image. 


The new Photophone system procreds 
on an entirely different set of principles, 
its aim being to 1dd a sound accompani- 
nt to the standard film with the 
fewest possible changes and complica- 
tions so far as actual usage is concerned. 
To begin with, it incorporates a really 
practical means of iAcluding the sound- 
record on the film iteelf. In the early 
gays of the talking-movie, the presenta. 
tion could readily be made ridiculous or 
spolled altogether thru the carelessness 
of the operator in breaking a record, in 
misplacing it, or in using it at the wrong 


me 


time. The new system, however, is prac- 
tically foolproof, and the sound accom- 
paniment is always in perfect step with 
the action on the screen. 

Secondly, the sound-record Is made at 
the time of the actual filming. To ac- 
comp‘ish this, the engineers have had to 
resort to a photographic process cf re- 
cording sounds, and the technique in- 
volved is a highly complicated one. The 
sound-wave is actually photographed, and 
it appears as a line of varying width, 
running down tie side of the film in 
absolute step witli the recorded action of 
the camera. This is known as the sound 
track. 


Lastly, it has been necessary to de- 
velop a system of sound-rocording which 
is dependent neither upon exact time 
exposure nor upon the human element 
involved in the precise development of 
the negative. This is accomplished by 
means of the sound-track of fixed density 
and of varying width, which we have 
mentioned. Every practical photographer 
knows that it is far easier to obtain a 
line-cut effect, or black and white print, 
than it is to secure an acceptable half- 
tone picture, in which all the shades of 
gray must be faithfully reproduced. Most 
systems of sound-reproduction make 
use of a sound track of varying intensity, 
with its successful results dependent on 
precise exposure and development as 
against the positive results of the fixed 
density variable width method. 

Just as no additional difficulties are 
encountered in filming, so in projection 
the photophone system is simplicity it- 
self. The picture o- action portion of 
the film is shown in the usual manner. 
In the projector, however, there is a 
sound-reproducing unit, consisting of a 
lamp and a photo-electric (light-sensi- 
tive) cell. These Members are separated

& preater or less shadow on the photo- 
electric cell. This shadow causes cor- 
responding variations in the action of 
the photo-electric cell, and these are 
amplified in the usual manper. 


The Photophone system is intended 
for use in theaters, auditorfums, schools 
and churches. Its popular significance 
lies in the fact that it will furnish the 
means of transporting the entire world 
to that particular portion of it which Is 
commonly referred to as Main Street. 
The range of the sound accompaniment 
of these films is virtually unlimited, and 
when this is linked with the equally 
boundless range of the visual accompani- 
ment, or motion picture, the world will 
indeed be spread before both the eyes 
and the ears of the patrons of some lit- 
tle theater on some Main Street. 

If the sound accompaniment is mu- 
sical, for instance, they will be able to 
enjoy the music of a leading orchestra 
or of a popular band. Wherever a film 
carrying such a sound record is played. 
the artists themselves will be transported 
there in all but physical presence. The 
day is not far distant when Main Street 
shall hear the pealing of a great organ 
and the majestic harmony of a great 
choir in some distant, metropolitan 
church; when it shall enjoy its own 
symphony concert and its own grand 
opera; when it shad even listen to the 
shuffie of dancing feet while it watches 
the chorus of some musical comedy “hit” 
on Broadway go thru its paces. 

If, on the other hand, the accompani- 
ment is vocal, the audience wi'l hear the 
speeches of as well as see the President, 
the State Governors, foreign diplomats 
and men of affairs; it will listen to de- 
bates on the floors of the House of Rep-

In Annual Election 


George Middleton Again for Pres- 
ident—Membership Shows 
Big Increase 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29-—The annual elec- 
tion meeting of the Dramatists’ Guild of 
the Authors’ League of America will be 
held tomorrow at the Hotel Martineque. 

According to the voting, which is con- 
ducted by mail. the reguier ticket in- 
cludes the re-election of George Midd!e- 
ton, president; J. Hartley Manners, vice- 

ident: George S. Kaufman, chairman 
of the board; Percival Wilde, secretary, 
and Henry Erskine Smith, treasurer. 


The membership of this organization 
has grown from 128 playwrights, which 
constituted the voting body at the time 
of the reorganization two years aco, to 
1305. The latter figure is composed of 
410 rerular members, 833 associate mem- 
bers and 62 British members. To date, 392 
managers have signed the agreement to 
do business only with writers who are 
members of the Guild, and this number 
includes practically all the important 
producers. It was also pointed out that, 
during the last year, the Guild has 
settled many arbitrations and has re- 
covered for its members more than 
#75,000 In royalties. 

In addition to the officers, the new 
board of directors includes all members 
of the old board, with the exception of 
Cosmo Hamilton and Ade!‘aide Matthews, 
who did not run.

It 
is his belief that both the Grand and 
Marion can eventually be placed on a 
paying basis by this plan. 

The second petition was filed by Ed- 
ward F. Sharpless, half owner of the 
partnership interests operating under the 
name of the Marion Photo Play Com- 
pany. The answer to the petition, which 
concurred in the request for the re- 
ceiver, was filed by George H. Foster and 
Charles R. McMurray, each a one-fourth 
owner in the enterprise. They were 
represented by the law firm of Guthery, 
Strelitza & Guthery. 

The petition named the Marion Photo 
Play Company, Fotser and McMurray as 
defendants. It stated that the com- 
pany'’s property is worth from 850,000 
to $70,000 and that there is a total in- 
debtedness of about $37,000.

Canned Radio Music 
Must Be Announced 


Federal Commission Scores Prac- 
tice of Stations Camouflaging 
Mechanical Programs 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—The practice 
of camouflaging phonograph programs, 
80 as to give listeners the idea that the 
mechanical stuff is the reai thing, has 
been scored in a new general order is- 
fsued by the Federal Radio Commission. 

There is no objection to mechanical 
numbers being broadcast, the Commis- 
sion says, but when a phonograph or 
player-piano is used hereafter it must 
be anngunced in such a way that the 
listeners will not be fooied. 

This requirement was imposed on sta- 
tions more than a year ago, but there 
have been so many evasions that the 
new instructions were deemed neceséary. 
The Commission, which brands the de- 
ceptive practice as a fraud, has arranged 
for a checkup to find out the stations 
violating the order, and those guilty will 
stand to suffer a penality of $500 or lose 
their licenses.

Concerted Union Action 
For Agents and Managers 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. — William 
Green, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, following a two-hour con- 
ference with Michael J. Flynn and Theo- 
dore Mitchell, representing the Assocla- 
tion of Theatrical Agents and Managers, 
Stated that the American Federation of 
Labor and its affiliated organizations 
will give its full support to the organized 
press agents. 

The letter recently issued by Sam H. 
Harris, president of the Organized Legiti- 
mate Theatrical Managers’ Association, 
in which he and his associates inferred 
that the producers would not recogniz: 
mor do business with the organized pr: 
agents and managers because, since ¢! 
have assumed outside affiliations 
can no longer be trusted with the han- 
dling of the producers’ money or proper- 
ty, has aroused the organization. 

This feeling was reflected by the New 
York Central Trades and Labor Council, 
representing more than 600,000 organized 
workers of New York City, which at its 
regular monthly meeting unanimously 
denounced the Harris letter as a “slur 
to the American Federation of Labor.” 

The Theatrical Truck Drivers, who 
transfer the scenery from one theater to 
another and from the theaters to trains, 
following the meeting of the Central 
Trades and Labor Council, instructed 
their business agent to notify the em- 
ployers to prepare for trouble, as it was 


not their intention to permit such a 
slur to be cast at themselves and the 


American Federation of Labor as the or- 
ganized managers’ letter did. 

President Green has agreed to send a 
letter to Sam Harris answering the in-

The Episcopal Actors’ Guild of America recently sent a company of actors 
from New York to Washington to give five performances of Adam, a religious play, 
before the House of Bishops and Deputies of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
assembled in convention, on October 18 and 19. The performances were given by 


the actors as their offering in honor of 


The Mystere d’Adam is the work of an 
unknown author of the middle 12th 
Century, translated from the Norman 
French and Latin into English verse by 
Edward Noble Stone. The Episcopal Ac- 
tors’ Guild chose Adam for production be- 
cause of its suitability for use at any 
season, its susceptibility for elaborate or 
simple production, with or without a 
chorus of voices and its adaptability for 
being given in churches, guild halls, 
theaters or on the steps of a church as 
originally played. The Mauhattan Thea- 
ter Camp, at Peterboro, N. H., thru the 
courtesy of Walter Hartwig, gave five 
try-out performances of Adam last 
August. 

The drama opens with Adam and Eve 
living happily in paradise and the Figure 
telling them they can enjoy everything 
in the garden but one certain fruit, but 
if they persist in partaking of it, they 
Were given to understand what the 
penalty would be. The devil comes into 
this peaceful scene and tempts Adam 
to pluck and eat of the forbidden fruit, 
by doing so he wou'd acquire greater 
knowledge. Adam refuses. The tempter 
then turns to Eve, who succumbs to 
his wiles, and she in turn makes Adam 
eat. The Figure returns and admonishes 
the pair and tells of the curse which 
thru their disobedience will fall upon 
future mankind anri themselves.

Eight B’way Shows 
In Casualty List 


Pre-Election Slump Hits New 
York—20 Playhouses Dark 
—Radio Blamed 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.-—Saturday night 
revealed the longest casualty Mst this 
season. Eight productions folded. Con. 
sidering the fact that the premiere lists 
have been considerably under par, and 
that there are more than 20 legit. houses 
dark along Broadway, this is an unusual 
situation, especially at this early stage 
of the year. 

Two of these are long-run holdovers 
from last season, one is a return en- 
gagement, but the rest are productions 
that have opened since August 1. A\ 
least two of this latter group received 
unanimously good notices from the 
critics and under ordinary circumstances 
would be good for a run. 

Most noticeable among the foldups 
are Ziegfeld’s Rosalie, which has been 
at the New Amsterdam since last Janu- 
ary, and Lyle D. Andrews’ A Connecti. 
cut Yankee, after more than a year at 
the Vanderbilt. Sunny Days is the re- 
turner. It closed after three meager 
weeks at the Century where it drew 
support only thru liigh-pressure plug- 
ging by the cut-rates, 

The balance of the list included Gang 
War, at the Sam Harris. The Willard 
Mack melodrama called it a season Fri- 
day night. The advance of one Cay was 
made so that the company might make 
the jump to Chicago in time to open 
Sunday night. The show drew a cut- 
rate patronage on Broadway and was 
the object of some intense promotion 
work. Heavy Traffic and The Command 
Performance were recent openings. 

The season is best indicated by the 
closing of Brock Pemberton'’s Goi 
Home, at the Theater Masque, and 
George M. Cohan'’s Elmer the Great, at 
the Lyceum. Both were well received 
on the opening, but never could get go- 
ing. even with the assistance or many 
favorable newspaper comments and 
recommendations since then. 

The New York theater list, however, 
remains balanced due to the fact that 
the closings are countermanded by eight 
new arrivals during the current week. 
Two of these are musicals, thus adding 
to the preponderance of song and dance 
attractions along the Street. 

Leaders among the trade say that the 
height of the season will not come votil 
late November and may be delayed un- 
til after the new year. The presidential 
campaign and the unusual interest be- 
ing shown in it, has taken its toll from 
the box offices. The opinion is that it 
will take some time for things to quiet 
down. 

At any rate. it has been a weak sea- 
son to date and far harder hit than 
have been past presidential years. The 
radio is blamed for this. Ne one is mak- 
ing any rash predictions, al‘ho it is 
generally admitted that there will be a 
distinct spurt within ‘the next two 
months. 


NEW YORE, Oct. 29. —— Three com- 
panies Saturday found themselves in dif- 
ficulties because of poor business, and 
lack of funds. Gander Sauce, a drama 
placed in rehearsal by F. & M. Produc- 
tiohs, Inc., which is Frank L. Teller and 
Frank Martins, wes called off when no 
bond, such as hed been promised, was 
posted at Equity. That association 
stopped rehearsals and the cast has filed 
claims against the producers inasmuch 
as it had been in rehearsal over seven 
days. David Sabolsy, Anton Scibilia and 
Piske O'Hara ran up against further 
trouble with their production of Molly 
and Me, in which O'Hara has been star- 
ring. The show played Milwaukee last 
week to meager business and Equity ad- 
vanced $2,000 Saturday to bring the cast 
back to New York. Claims for salary 
will be filed early this week. 

Lindley Cook, operating stock on Long 
Island, with headquarters at Rockville 
Center, folded Saturday night after a 
hectic week. Members reported having 
trouble with salarigs and Equity stepped 
in on Saturday.

Tt is impossible to appraise this Max- 
well Anderson-Harold Hickerson play 
slely on its merits as a theatrical 
Property. The fact is that the drama 
and the real-life tragedy are so closely 
bound that they can be honestly con- 
sidered only in their relationship to each 
ther. No doubt, Gods of the Lightning 
would not be as effective theater were 
% to be totally independent of the 
Sacco-Vanretti case. The sympathy and 
other receptive faculties of the audience

tes and, tho the play makes not a 
“ingle mention of the Massachusetts 
case, even the most casual spectator secs 
i in terms of that terrible episode. 

Gods of the Lightning is propaganda, 
Dut it is powerful, beautiful and sin- 
cere drama that makes it a moving and 
forceful play.

The play is slow in getting under way 
and at least 15 minutes are spent in 
planting characters and color that helo 
little in motivating the drama itself 
In fact, action only starts when Leo 
Bulgakov, as a Russian criminal who 
later confesses to the crime for which 
Macready and Capraro die anyway, ex- 
poses a secret-service operator who has 
been posing as an I. W. W. organizer. 
Buleakov contributes some of the finest 
moments in the play. 


Sylvia Sidney comes into her own in 
this play. That last act in which she, 
as the sweetheart of Macready, watches 
the clock that ticks away the last few 
minutes of his life, is so hopeless, so 
futile, that one forgets it is only a play 
and feels her agony and torn emotions 
That final scene is terrifying and it is 
made so only thru the fine acting she 
brings to it. So carried away is she 
that there is a tendency to be excessive, 
with the result that the most telling and 
beautiful lines in the play are muffled 
by her choking sobs. It might be point- 
ed out that Miss Sidney's Milgrim 
dresses are hardly in keeping with the 
characters cr locale of the play. 

Robert Brister and John R. Hamilton 
are good as prosecutor and counsel for 
the defense respectively, and Douglas 
Wood suitable as the blinded and dead- 
head judge. The balance of the players, 
all in parts of varying importance, range 
from excellent to considerably under 
that. It matters little, however, the 
aforementioned characters are the only 
ones that matter. 

Hamilton MacPadden, except in that 
first scene, has done a capable piece of 
direction, and R. N. Robbins’ settings are 
adequate.

There is no 
need of going into further detail. Every- 
one strives but none succeeds. 

There is no reason for discussing the 
direction since, in the first place, there 
was nothing to direct. August Vimnera’s 
first setting is excellent, but the second 
is disappointing.

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Most Musicals in Seven Years 


Now Booked in N. Y. Houses 


Fourth Week of October Closed With Marked Increase in Number 
of Song-and-Dance Attractions From Smallest Number of 
Similar Productions When Month Began 


NEW YORE. Oct. 29.—The current week closes out one of the most significant 


months in many years in the musical comedy field of Broadway. 


Furthermore, it 


closes out a month that has contained more drastic, rapid developments in re- 
lation to musical comedy production than has been reported in a number of 


seasons along the Main Stem 

When the final curtain rang down on 
Broadway musicals Saturday, it com- 
pleted the fourth week of October. In 
doing so it closed on a period containing 
the largest number of musical comedy 
attractions that have been housed on 
Broadway during this month for the last 
seven years. This is strongly contrasted 
with the opening of the same month, 
when there were fewer musical attrac- 
tions in Broadway theaters than there 
had been in the last seven years. These 
figures indicate most clearly and ac- 
curate'y that the present season is dis- 
tinctly a musical comedy season, and 
that it promises to continue to be so for 
many weeks to come. 

At the end of the first week of October 
there were 14 musicals showing on 
Broadway. At the same time last year 
there were 19, and the year before 
that, 18. The corresponding period in 
1925 and 1924 showed a total of 19 pro- 
ductions, but in 1923 it showed a slump 
to 15 from the 17 of 1922. This year, 
then, was far below the record of every 
one of the preceding six years, with the 
exception of 1923. 


There was a decided improvement dur- 
ing the second week, which ended with 
18 musicals in Broadway theaters. The 
preceding year, however, also showed an 
increase to 21 attractions, as against 18 
in the second week of October, 1926; 20 
im 1925, 17 in 1924, 16 in 1923 and 17 in 
1922. The third week’ saw an increase of 
one this month, bringing the total to 
19, as against 20 in 1927, 21 in 1926, 20 
in 1925. 18 in 1924, 16 in 1923 and 18 in 
1922. When the fourth week erided there 
were 20 musicals on Broadway, the largest 
mumber in seven yeers, with the excep- 
tion of 1925, when there also 20. Last 
year at this time there were 18, and the 
season before that 21. In 1924 there 
Were 18, in 1923 there were 16. and 1922 
also showed a total of 18 productions.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27--The Australian 
theatrical interests, which were so active 
a'ong Broadway during the fall season 
last year, and which, a few months aro, 
indicated that they would let their in- 
terest abate, are starting In to put in 
their claims for foreign share in leading 
New York productions. This is particu- 
larly true of the musical comedy field. 

J. D. Williamson, Ltd.. which is one 
of the two outstanding legitimate pro- 
ducing organizations of the Antipodes, 
has taken Off first prize of the new sea- 
son. This consists of the Australian 
rights to The New Moon, which ts smash- 
hitting at the Imperial Theater, this city, 
As in the past, most of the principa's 
will be recrulted from the Broadway dis- 
trict and the girls and boys will be en- 
gaged in Australia.

Due to Talkies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27,—Despite predic- 
tions that the legitimate stage, would 
face a dearth of talent this season, due 
to the new talkie fad, talent is not flock- 
ing to the West Coast in droves as was 
expected. There have been quite a few 
prominent players already signed for the 
pictures, and &@ number of well-known 
stage directors and writers have gone to 
Hollywood, but not nearly the number 
that were anticipated, 

Leo Morrison, who recently returned 
from the Coast, believes the talkies will 
eventually secure a large number of 
Broadway stars, but the exodus has not 
started as yet. Except for vaudeville 
talent, which is being used almost ex- 
dusively for shorts, there have been but 
few recruits from the ranks of the drama 
and musical comedy.

In the end 
they wired to New York for help.” 

No trouble is anticipated from Equity 
on contracts. The producers have been 
most fair in their treatment of players 
they brought out from the East. All of 
the actors are guaranteed from six weeks’ 
work up, and receive their salary whether 
they work or not. In the case of the 
bigger stars, they are given contracts for 
three months, with the option of renewal. 

Tt is believed that within six months 
SO per cent of the talkies will be made 
in the East, as facilities are best here 
for securing artists for the musicals and 
éramas.

Meeting Called by Kennedy 
Has K-A-O Agents Wondering 


Can’t Figure Out Why Kennedy 


Called Them In To Spill Inside 


Dope — Natural They Would Spread Ie — Also Get 
Encouraging Letter 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—“The agents and producers can’t figure out why Joseph 
P. Kennedy rhould call them in and tell them first about the Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum deai,” one of the leading producers of K-A-O declared today in dis- 


cussing “angles”. 


“The boys are inclined to think there is something behind the meeting and 


are really wondering why they should 
be told first,” he added, “except possibly 
that the master stroke involved was to 
get this group of vaudeville men talk- 
ing.” 
Kennedy told them that he was the 
biggest stockholder in K-A-O; that he 
had twice as much stock as any other 
individual, and that he was going to 
remain with the organization. He is also 
quoted as stating that J. J. Ford would 
remain to run things as he has been 
doing. This information spread like wild- 
fire in vaudeville circles and is getting 
the boys together around the round 
table. 

At the meeting Kennedy also pointed 
out that Radio has obligated itself to put 
K-A-O on a successful financial basis 
and that they had nothing to worry 
about. 

The matter was followed up by a form 
letter sent to the agents and producers 
and signed by David Sarnoff and Mr. 
Kennedy, stating in part that “it is the 
belief of the undersigned that the 
foundation thus built represents a basis 
for one of the soundest enterprises in 
the amusement field.” 

The letter goes on to say: 

“As soon as plans are formulated, as 
complete information as possible will be 
given to everyone concerned. Unfor- 
tunately, however, these plans have not 
yet reached a point of development where 
any specific information can be given, 
but it can be said definitely and em- 
phetically that it is the desire of the new 
management to augment and strengthen 
rather than reduce or disturb the pres- 
ent organization, It is contemplated that 
there will be a minimum of unsettling 
of the present personnel, and it is like- 
wise the intention of the new manage- 
Ment to use wherever possible the men 
and women who are now working 
loyally for the interest of their respec- 
tive companies. 

“Those who are ioyal and conscientious 
in their activities need have no fears 
about their future. As a matter of fact, 
it is to be hoped that for them the op- 
portunities will be greater than ever.” 


Ritch’s “Gossips” Unit 
Gets Whole Pantages Time 


NEW YORE, Oct. 29.—Georcge Ritch’s 
Gossips of 1928, one of the oldest among 
the units werking this season, started 
on a solid route over the Pantages Time 
October 26 in Newark.

Small Agents Shying 
From Talkie Offers 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29-—Among cer- 
tain of the smaller vaudeville agents 
here a tendency is noted to shy away 
from talkie propositions, the explanation 
being given that by trying to get their 
comedy acts to record for shorts they 
are thus depriving themselves eventually 
of incomet from commissions derived 
from vaudeville bookings. Altho it has 
not yet been proven conclusively either 
way whether an act’s booking office 
value is lessened by canning its rou- 
tine these agents prefer to iay low and 
wait for dates to come. 

One of the agents declared that a 
certain picture concern approached him 
on several acts exclusively tied up to 
him and offered what amounts to a 
week's salary for talkie recordings. This 
agent refused to enter into further nego- 
tiations, figuring that his 10 per cent 
rakeoff for the talkie contract is worth 
relinguishing, since it equals what he 
would make on a week's work for one 
of the larger circuits. “It takes a small 
part of a day to make a talkie short and 
this May mean jmperiling the value of 
an act for an indefinite time. I won't 
budge until the talkie people make it 
more worthwhile,” he added. However, 
this agent has not yet set these umre- 
corded acts, he admits, for q season's 
dates. 

The argument in favor of recording 
acts for shorts holds no water with this 
class of agents. They have been so 
befuddled by recent developments in the 
field that they prefer to take jess 
chances even if it means less money in 
the end. Conlin and Glass and several 
other standard comedy offerings have 
been benefited in booking-office value 
by the success of their talkie recordings.

Washington Complains to 


Hays Office—Universal 
Is Absolved 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Recent photo- 
graphs appearing in various publications 
showing President Coolidge and Barbara 
Kent, Universal screen player, together, 
brought down the wrath of official Wash- 
ington when it was learned that the 
President had been the unwitting victim 
of a movie publicity stunt. The Presi- 
dent’s secretary, In a communication to 
the Will Hays office, asserts that the 
photograph was taken without the Presi. 
dent being aware of Miss Kent's identity 
as a screen actress, but believing her to 
be the daughter, or wife, of an army 
officer 

An official at the Hays office here 
absolves Universal from all blame, con- 
tending that the company was the un- 
fortunate victim of the “ commercial 
photographer who snapped the picture 
and then shipped it to the publicity 
office here, where it was released for 
publication. There is an fronclad rule to 
the effect that the President will not 
knowingly pose with an actor or an 
actress a8 a publicity gesture for the 
player. The violation of this rule by 
subterfuge is what aroused the ire of 
the Coolidge official family. 

It was learned exclusive!y by The Bill- 
board that, on her recent visit east to 
make a personal appearance in New 
York, Miss Kent went to Washington to 
meet the President. but was unsuccess- 
ful in arranging the meeting. It is then 
said she was hurried to the Army Relicf 
Carnival, where the chief executive was 
the cuest of honor, and the move en- 
gineered that has caused all the rumpus 

In the report to the Hays office. it 
wis said, Miss Kent was given a bouquet 
of flowers and told to present them to 
Mrs. Coolidge. After the ceremony, the 
President is reported to have posed with 
the actress, while believing her to be a 
relative of an army officer. The first 
inking that there was any connivance 
and that the photograph had been taken 
under misrepresentation was when it was 
published. It was then that the secre- 
tary to President Coolidge took im- 
Mediate steps in bringing the matter to 
the attention of the Hays offiee and 
cemanding an explanation. 

Universal officials disclaim any par- 
ticipation in the hoax and deny that 
they were aware of the manner in 
Which the picture had been obtained. 
That the actress did not conceive and 
carry out the plan herself is reasonably 
cervain, but it is possible that she may 
have been misguided by a personal pub- 
licity representative, if she had one in 
her entourage. Thus, not realizing the 
Striousness of the stunt, she undoubtedly 
participated as an innocent victim 

“I am assured that Universal official 
Tepresentatives had nothing to do with 
the connivance.” Frank Wilstach, Wil! 
Hays representative here, told The Bill- 
boerd. “Upon noticing the picture in 
Print I immediate!y took the matter up 
With the Universal office here, even be- 
fore the matter was brought to our at- 
tention by Washington, and was con- 
Vinced that Universal representatives 
here had nothing to do with the ruse 
ahd that they had been victimized.” 

An undercurrent report from Wash- 
ington on the trouble that head arisen 
Over the photograph resulted in The 
Billboard reporter questioning Wilstach 
88 to what attitude was to be taken in 
SPpeasing President Coolidge’s ruffled 
composure at having been used, unknown 
to himself, as party to a publicity 
seeker's stunt. Every effort had been ex- 
pended to hush the matter up and keep 
it out of print, but when The Billboard 
informed Wilstach that it was in 
Possession of the bulk of the facts, he 
Braciously outlined exactly what had 
taken place tn order that the truth of 
the matter might be known and Uni- 
versal vindicated of any participation

Moss has hed recent offers and induce- 
ments made him to throw his lot with 
the present scheme of show business, but 
is inclined to think that his most press- 
ing duty is to sift present conditions 
careful'y, study the business at close 
range, and then make plans, if any at all 
are to be made. 

A key to the remedy for the present 
situation is thought to be one of the 
principal motives for Moss’ proposed tour. 
Besices America, he may also tour 
Europe, he stated in an interview this 
week. 

“I am regarded as an expert show- 
man, naturally, thru my Many years’ as- 
sociation with the business, but I am 
anxious to acquaint myself more with 
conditions as they exist thruout the en- 
tire country and also the world,” Moss 
declared. “The average man who calls 
himself showman is not familiar with 
conditions, except in the particular 
sphere where he operates, but I want 
to be.” 

Moss referred to a “creative board” 
which might be formed as a result of his 
planned tour as a step toward a solution 
for many of the problems now confront- 
ing the industry. The board, it was in- 
dicated, was to be largely charged with 
the task of creating perhaps a universal 
entertainment; something that would at- 
tract the bie public more certainly than 
he thinks the talkies will. 

“The talkies will only temporarily solve 
some of the theater owner's problems, I 
think,” Moss added. 

Altho the former executive in K-A-O, 
who sold out for a handsome sum, is not 
exact'y determined not to accept any 
offers that are made him, he insists that 
he bas no plans at the present to accept 
any propositions submitted. He prac- 
tically indicated that he is the same as 
being out of theatricals right now. 

Moss is considered one of the best all- 
round showmen the country ever pro- 
duced. Even in the K-A-O office, where 
he made his millions, this is freely ad- 
mitted.

the clouds. He contends that the pub- 
lic likes to see their favorite Westert. 
stars in chaps and astride their trusty 
hags instead of swapping small talk 
with Mrs. Gotrox or riding thru the air 


@ la Lindbergh. The gradual change in 
stories resulting in the two latter inno- 
vations are blamed by this particular 
gentleman for the present apathy to- 
wards Western productions. 

Fox for years numbered Mix among 
its highest, if not its highest, 
priced stars. This company, because of 
the lessening of interest in Westerns, 
recently decided to shelve this style of 
entertainment entirely. 


FBO, with Mix. Tom ‘Tyler and its 
14-year-old juvenile Western star, Buzz 
Barton, is practically the lone represen- 
tative of the bigger-line producing com- 
panies taking Westerns seriously. 

The showman in question recommends 
as an antidote for the waning interest 
in this type of entertainment a return 
to the old two-gun methods of the re- 
tired William 8. Hart. who glorified the 
two-gun hero of the plains several years 
ago, and a discontinua’ion on the part 
of the studios of trying to put their 
Western stars on Broadway instead of 
sticking to the Main street houses and 
the theaters of the hinterland.

Milne Declares Outlook Due to 
Talkies Not as Gloomy 
as Painted 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29—The outlook 
for vaudeville is not quite as gloomy as 
panic-stricken artistes and agents inter. 
pret it, according to Edgar G. Milne, 
Eastern representative for Alexandér 
Pantages. In an interview with a Bill. 
beard reporter several days ago, Milne 
stated that so far as he knew—and Milne 
“knows” more about the Pantages or- 
ganization than many showmen give 
him credit for—the market for vaude- 
ville material on the Pantages Time will 
not be seriously affected as a result of 
wiring the circult’s houses. 

Altho he admits that talkies are here 
to stay and may prove successful in 
certain houses as exclusive policies, 
Milne believes that the public will never 
be satisfied with a steady diet of canned 
music and comedy. “Waudevillo wil! 
never die. Talxies may diim its outlook 
temporarily, but I am certain that 
eventually the vaudeville field will assert 
itself and stage a comeback, probably be- 
ing better off as a result of its gruelling 
experience in the fight for public favor 
against the canned product.” 

Milne stated that bookings on the 
Pantages Time are matntaining the same 
pace as in the last several seasons. The 
circult now -provides 30 weeks by the 
addition last week of the new Pantages 
Theater, Fresno, Calif. This house fol- 
lews San Francisco and breaks the jump 
to Los Angeles. Milne said the house 
opened with a bang and latest reports 
state that it is doing phenomenal busi- 
ness. 

Denial was given by Milne to a report 
that Pantages agents were called to- 
gether last week and told to lay low on 
material for the next eight weeks until 
a decision is made by the circult owner 
on the stage policies to be used in the 
various houses in conjunction with 
talkies. He added that no general meet- 
ing of agents was held, routine booking 
being kept up as usual. The “lay-low” 
policy for agents ig also reported to be 
in force In the Loew office, as reported 
in another story in this department. 

For the first time in many months 
an authentic list was obtained of the 
agents doing business with the Pantages 
office. In releasing this list to The Bill- 
board, Milne added further denial to the 
rumor that certain agents were to be 
dropped from the Pantages roll. Milne 
explained that his office does not do 
business in that manner. A Pantages 
franchise is not a legal document, but 
a gentiemen'’s argreement between the 
booking office and an individual, assur- 
ing the latter that he will be given 
an opportunity to submit mater‘al that 
he judges as being playable in the cir 
cult’s houses. Fraachises, in general, 
are held by agents either known to the 
Office for many yeals or recognized as 
reliable in their recommendations on 
acts. 

The agent roster of the Pantages office 
includes two agencies also doing business 
with the Loew office, William Morris and 
Lrons & Lyons. Others recognized as 
official Pantages act salesmen are Riley 
Brothers, Arthur Silber, Dick Henry, Wil- 
liam Shilling, Harold Ward, William 
Weston, Ell Dawson, Jack Jordan, Molay 
Pasha, General Pisano, Sam Bernstein, 
Max Lowenstein, Dave Rafael, Wirth & 
Hamid and Fred Nevins. A glance over 
this list reveals that Jack Jordan had 
not lost his agency privilege with Pan- 
tages ag a result of his break with Bob 
Albright, as was generally supposed. It 
also shows that Wesley Bald and Fred C. 
Curtis are the only ones of last season's 
contingent who are no longer connected 
with Milne’s agency staff.

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Loew Not Yet Making Known 
How Wiring Will Affect Acts 


Bookers Don’t Know What Will Happen to 15 Weeks of Vaude. 
Time in New York—Bosses Give Word They Are Booked 
Up for Six Weeks—Called a Stall 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29-—The atmosphere of the Loew vaudeville booking office 
is charged with expectancy over the hesitance of high circuit officials in making 
known any definite plan for the utilization of talkie wiring in its vaudefilm 


houses. 


If we take bookers at their word, even they are at a loss to predict what 


will happen to the 15 weeks of vaudeville time in and around New York when 


the wiring of these houses will be com- 
pleted about the Thanksgiving holidays. 

Little as they may know officially 
about what the circuit expects to do with 
most of its vaudefilm houses after the 
wiring job is finished in them, Loew 
bookers are laying low on act buying. 
From en authentic source it is learned 
that except for the routing in local 
houses and on the much-diminished road 
show of standard acts that have been 
playing for J. H. Lubin season after 
season, activity is conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. 

Loew agents are being given to know 
that Lubin and Marvin Schenck are 
boucht up for the next six weeks. This 
evident'y is intended to carry them to 
the time when Nicholas M. Schenck and 
Colonel Edward A. Schiller will give their 
decision on how the vaudeville circuit 
will be laid out after talkies are started 
in the present vaudefilm stands. 

Altho many of the agents are getting 
panicky over the possibility of losing the 
Loew office as a meal ticket, it is believed 
that the field for vaudeville acts in the 
Loew houses will not be greatly dimin- 
ished as a result of talkie installations. 
Several of the vaudefilm houses which 
have been in the red colustantly will be 
deprived of acts and launched into all- 
ta’kie policies. 

In sections where there are two Loew 
houses, as In the case of a vaudefilm and 
straight picture house In opposition to 
each other, it seems definitely decided 
that the vaudefilm stand will retain its 
acts, supplementing its current policy 
With Movietone News and synchronized 
films. Should this be the case, personne! 
of these houses will be readjusted, with 
Loew making an attempt to take pit men 
cut of the straight picture houses con- 
verted into all-talkie policies, anid in the 
vaudefilm stands the dismissal of organ- 
ists will fol'ow, the necessity for relev- 
ing pit orchestras during feature film In- 
terludes being obviated by the booking 
of synchronized products.

Loew May Alter 
All-Sound Policies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29-—Several changes 
will have to be made in the -original 
plan to oconvert all of Loew's local 
straight picture houses into 100 per 
cent talkie policies if the circuit expects 
to make any money on the proposition. 
This is the consensus of opinion among 
those in the know who have been watch- 
ing the resuits. About half of the cir- 
cuit’s picture houses will have been 
set on the new policy by the end of this 
week. The talkie idea was ushered in 
about two weeks ago, and even in this 
short time it is seen that patrons of the 
various neighborhood houses are tiring 
of the all-sound programs. 

In one of the talkie-converted houses 
uptown business is said to have taken a 
fall since the innovation was effected. 
This is being blamed not only on the 
absence altogether of pit or organ ac- 
companiment, but those who have 
caught programs there report that the 
house acoustics do not respond well 
to the Electrical Research system of in- 
stallation. This instance is serving to 
bring theater executives to the realiza- 
tion that new problems have to be met 
before sound apparatus can be regarded 
as efficient beyond criticism. 


In the all-talkie houses reported to be 
just about holding their own since be- 
ing deprived of their silent and pit or- 
chestra policies, it has been found that 
business is stimulated only when big 
specials, such as Lights of New York, are 
exhibited. With the ordinary run of 
sound programs there is not the run on 
the box office which was expected when 
plans were being completed for the im- 
mediate wiring of all the Loew houses. 
It appears that the public at this stage 
likes its talkie and sound films b!ended 
with vaudeville attractions, presenta- 
tions or pit music, but there are already 
definite signs of revolt against programs 
canned exclusively, even to the extent of 
having talkie trailers. 


Miss Gracie and Boy Ensemble 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Miss Gracie and 
Boy Friends is the latest of the girl star 
and boy ensemble acts to get the nod 
of big-time bookers for preliminary 
dates.

Big-Time Booker Shakeup Impends 
From Report Due to Agent “Fixing” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—A booker shake- 
up is predicted in some quarters as a 
result of reports tending to indicate 
that certain agents are not a little 
militant because, they claim, they don't 
have a ghost's chance unless they stand 
in with the big-time bookers with whom 
they have to do business. The alleged 
“fixing” between agents and bookers 
was not wiped out by Kennedy's en- 
trance into big-time vaudeville, but 
rather has gotten worse, according to 
some. 

A few agents, some of them oldtimers, 
are said to be so disgruntled that they 
are threatening to start something on 


the ground that they can’t set certain 
acts with certain of the big-time book- 
ers, whereas rival agents have no trouble 
getting dates for the same or similar 
acts. 


One agent, knowing he was talking for 
publication, was so burned up that he 
said he’s waiting for the first good job 
to come along, and when it does he 
will quit vaudeville altogether. 


According to those who like to solve 
things, some of the bookers “are getting 
theirs while the getting’s good", not 
knowing what's going to happen to 
them and when.

He has had a 
great deal to do with making K-A-O the 
power it has become in the amusement 
industry, and particularly in the vaude- 
ville field, and has always been successful 
in important legal actions brought either 
by or against it.

— The Tonefilm 
Corporation, granted a New Jersey char- 
ter last month, is another company of- 
fering a talkie device. Alfred Weiss, 
president of the Agfa Raw Film Corpora- 
tion and the Tonefilm, announces that 
after several years of research, designing 
and building they have perfected a ma- 
chine possessing many favorable qual- 
ities. It is a disk apparatus, adapted for 
interchangeability, and the cost is un- 
derstood to be reasonable. There are 
three types: Model A, for theaters of 600 
seating capacity; Model B, for theaters of 
600 to 1,000 seats, and Model C, for 
theaters seating more than 1,000. 

This new corporation, however, has 
also entered the talkie production field. 
It has interested Phil Goldstone, who 
produced and directed for Tiffany Pic- 
tures. Goldstone has taken over the old 
Peerless Studios in Fort Lee and re- 
named it the Metropolitan Studios. The 
first sound stage has already been com- 
pleted, and work is now under way for 
the production of the first Metropolitan 
road-show special. Two short subjects 
will be produced weekiy, consisting of 
sketches, operettas, orchestras and sing- 
ers. A second sound stage is under con- 
struction.

Daily Film Scribes

NEW YORE, Oct. 29.—Motion picture 
reporters on the majority of the New 
York dailies are up in arms because of 
the frequency with which a certain mo- 
tion picture chatterer’ on the West 
Coast, associated with a well-known wire 
service, is being tipped off on important 
film stories before they are released 
here. Two different stories with more 
than general news interest from a New 
York point of view were practically giv- 
en a freeze-out here during the past 
week because of this tendency. 

The signing of Paul Whiteman by Uni-

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What Became of a Hopeful Season 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Even the boys 
who sweep up the booking offices know 
that last season was bad, and that this 
season could hardly be worse-—thus far. 
Yet generalities fade into insignificance 
when lined up against the revelations of 
a Billboard reporter on a day's news 
scouting at a time when head scratching 
is the agents’ favorite pastime and read- 
ing the want ad columns of the dailies is 
the duty.of formerly busy performers. 

Here are some of the observations made 
after one circuit of the big street: 

A vaudeville producer had 14 acts out 
working for good money last season. Now 
he has but one—and this sole meal ticket 
is working at a big cut. 

Loew agents were worried last season 
about being beaten by their colleagues 
in the hunt for usable “names”. Last 
week many of them were wondering when 
they are going to get any action at all 
Mentioning a “name” to a Loew agent in 
October, 1928, is worse than calling him 
a thief, 


Last season four out of five vaude- 


villians were bitten by the production 


bug. Casting offices were flooded with 
calls for talent issued by thus-and-so 
“now playing the ukulele in Bawuffus’ 
band act.” In the last several weeks 
these self-same examples of ambition 
were happy to get set at 50 per in any 
o'd act. 

Almost all of the K-A-O houses 
were open at this time last year. With 
Labor Day more than a month gone, the 
report is that about 14 of the big-time 
family houses have not yet opened, 

A pair of vaudeville actors, who laughed 
last season when their agent offered to 
fill some layoff time with Linder and Dow 
dates, were seen doing their act in a 
Brooklyn hideaway at $10 for three shows 
a day 

Last season the Loew press and photo- 
graph department was enlarged 100 per 
cent to “keep pace with the proportion- 
ate growth of the booking department.” 
The p. and p. department is just as large, 
but all the 7uss is concentrated on talkie 
photos, billings and exploitation, for 
which a budget of $75,000 has been laid 
aside. 


New Warner Accounts 
Now Stand at 2,361 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Remarkable 
progress has been made in Warner 
Bros.’ drive for 3,000 new accounts. 
According to the figures now on 
hand, the Warner branches have al- 
ready turned, in 2,361. The desired 
total is now practically assurea, ac- 
cording to Sam E. Morris, general 
manager of distribution, as the drive 
still has another month to run. All 
of these accounts represent houses

Jack Perrin, the outlaw who in the 
end fulfills expectations by revealing his 
true identity as a Secret Service opera- 
tive, is naturally handicapped in having 
to share the starring role with a horse 
of doubtful age known as Rex. The di- 
rector, Henry MacRae, must have torn 
his hair plenty trying to get Rex to heed 
direction in this picture. The horse, 
supposed to possess an uncanny sense 
and be the bell-less leader of a herd of 
wild horses, shows little more intel- 
ligernce than vhe average handsome mare 
in The Two Outlaws. 


As a who'e, the picture lacks even the

More boring pictures than The Power 
of Darkness are probably produced, but 
few are released, at least within miles 
of Broadway. The Stanley, a “grind”, 
should not find product so scarce and so 
expensive as to be compelled to buy this 
kind of foreign junk, which despite.the 
fact it has Members of the Moscow Art 
Players in the cast does not possess any 
particular and definite box-office appeal. 
If an “artie” had booked The Power o/ 
Darkness one could hardly forgive it for 
doing so, the picture is so unusually bad. 


At the Stanley, a foreword seeks to 
obviate anticipated criticism and dis- 
pleasure or at least to mitigate it by 
shifting a part of the blame on the cen- 
sors.

(WARNER BROS.) 
At the Warner 


Warner's third 100 per cent all-talking 
picture marks still another step ahead 
in the march that synchronized drama 
has started. The notable feature about 
The Home Towners, originally a George 
M. Cohan play, ts that one quickly loses 
consciousness of the mechanical manner 
by which the voices are carried to the 
ear, and, becoming inured to Vitaphone 
as the medium, easily begins to appre- 
ciate the dramatic effect of the story 
being told. Often one gets the illusion 
that the characters are on the stage 
going thru a play. It is only the un- 
natural sounds that emanate from the 
Vitaphone record when someone slams a 
door, claps their hands or picks up a 
telephone receiver that the onlooker and 
listener is reminded this is a “canned” 
affair. 

Strictly as entertainment The Home 
Towners is highly acceptable. It care- 
fully builds up the portrait of a “Main 
street mind” and the temporary success 
of efforts to wreck the romance of hero 
and heroine.

New Talkie Disc Patent 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 29.— Wallace O. 
James, manager of the Wisconsin Thea- 
ter, has just obtained a patent on & 
device which promises to have an im- 
portant bearing in the near future on 
all synchronized and non-synchronized 
methods employing disc records for mu- 
sical accompaniment and sound effects 
for motion pictures. 

The important feature of the James 
invention is the greatly increased play- 
ing time of a record of given diameter 
as compared with the present conven- 
tional type of disc. This is accomplished 
by cauting the turntable to revolve 
slower when the needle is traveling the 
outer edge of sound grooyes and gradu- 
ally faster as the needle approached the 
center of the disc. Where the needle 
starts its travel near the center, the 
rotation speed of the disc slows 
gradually as the needle approaches the 
outer rim.

Reviewed Monday afternoon, October 
22, at the Palace, New York. Style— 
Complete show. Setting—In one and 
full stage (cycs. and specials). Time— 


Fifty-three minutes. 

All any manager or audience desires— 
and more—is within the flexible con- 
fines of this recently organized unit 
show, headed and dominated thruout by 
Ken Murray, who is a whirlwind of 
mirth, but from all indications has only 
just begun. The act contingent includes 
Paul and Nino Ghezzi, sensational 
equilibrists; a dancing unit called John 
Tiller’s Cocktail, comprising an eight- 
girl ensemble and two pedalistic spe- 
cialists; Helen and Milton Charleston, 
worth their weight in gold as solo enter- 
taimers and feeds for the irrepressible 
Murray, and a corking band aggregation 
called Harry Webb and His Entertainers. 
When caught the Murray portion of the 
ace-house bill occupied four spots, altho 
on vaudefilm dates the production can 
easily extend its running time over an 
additional spot, supplanting an entire 
stage show. 

This is by far one of the peppiest and 
cleverest units this writer has ever 
caught. Murray; who was first singled 
out for honors in Harry Carroll's unit, 
is now better than ever. He clowns 
thruout the whole of his own show, and 
at this one he assumed the burden of 
chairman of festivities of the elght-act 
bill. He did far better than bigger 
“names” in seasons past. Except for the 
employment of a prototype of Ted Lewis’ 
silk hat, Murray has an ingratiating 
style of smartcracking delivery all his 
own. His gags are fresh and, for the 
most part, original, and his buffoonery 
never fails to please and stimulate belly 


laughs when intended. His crowning 
laugh beep are produced when he 
works with Helen and Milton Charles‘on, 
and roa thi s we have to thank in equal 


measure the talented and pretty Helen 
and her clever brother. 

This Charleston girlie (that monicker 
idea is a corker) is of such stuff that 
makes any funster click when working 
beside such a gushing fount of per- 
sonality and comeliness. Add to this 
Murray’s own strength as a laugh get- 
ter and you have an ideal combo, guar- 
anteed against flopping anywhere. It 
won't be iong before the musical comedy 
folk will get hep to this pair. That 
false‘to business of Milton's, with Mur- 
ray helping out as a bouncer, was good 
for laughs even after constant repeti- 
tion. 

The Ghezzis are not only clever acro- 
batists, but they, too, are infused with 
Murray's fine sense of showmanship 
Their hand-to-hand work shone 100 per 


cent brighter than otherwise thru the 
interpolated straining business by the 
understander. They stopped the show 


cold and thrilled even more in an encore 
bit. The Tiller Cocktail Girls, whose 
use in unit ts attributed to the “cour- 


tesy of C. B. Dillingham”, are splendidly 
trained in a cycle of intricate routines. 
They evoked loud applause for a brace 
of rope-skipping numbers. When caught 
they had their own spot for nine min- 
utes and worked in front of the Harry 
Webb aggrega'ion in the closing spot. 
That Webb act, discounting Murray's 
interpolated tomfoolery, is a peach. Th? 
boys play good arrangements capably. 
and specialty bits by a pair of unbilled 
girls are put over with fine lighting 
effects. Helen scored in the finish spot 
when caught in a cute pop. number, and 


Milton almost tore down the house in 
some comedy stepping with a squat miss 
who knows her comedy job backwards 
If the K-A-O boys don’t give Murray 
plenty of work the unit vogue is a fake.

EQUITY'S amendment to its original 
legislation, limiting agents to five per 
cent commission for 10 weeks, voluntarily 
surrenders the right of the legit. actors’ 
organization to regulate the commission 
basis of its members in the vaudeville 
and picture field. In The Billboard ac- 
count of the Equity amendment, the 
move is recorded thusly: “This change 
was made when the Equity Council de- 
cided that the association has no juris- 
diction in the waudeville field .. .” 
When Equity fired its first broadside by 
enacting the commission limit regula- 
tions, and thereby embracing Equity 
people In the vaudeville feld, a faint 
glimraer of hope for at least a small part 
of vaudeville shone on the troubled 
horizon. “At last,” many thought, “the 
vaudeville artiste has gained a friend. 
Who knows but that the next step will 
be the embracing of all vaudeville peo- 
ple into some kind of a protective or- 
ganizaticn.” 

Equity’s change in conduct biasted 
that to smithereens. We do not ques- 
tion the motive or the wisdom behind 
the Equity amendment. This powerful 
organizzation knows better than those 
who stand far off and pass judgment 
what is best for its membership body 
and show business generally. Yet, with 
the agency commission restriction almost 
Within vaudevilie’s grasp and quickly 
Snatched away before it had an oppor- 
tunity to show results, it causes one to 
wonder why there does not arise more 
often movements to bind vaudeville ar- 
tistes together in an organization for 
their common good. 

The day may yet come, but with the 
damper on any such enthusiasm now, 
due to Equity’s sperdy leap from out of 
the fre of controversy, it seeems ever so 
much farther off than it has been. Per- 
haps if vaudevi!lians had been organized 
such ag Equity is, there would be little 
to fear from cut-throat managers and 
bookers, and less to fear from talkies. 
It's worth thinking about at any rate. 


TALKIES AR GIVING independent 
bookers the heeby jeebies. The operators 
of the larger offices deny that their 
business is suffertng to any extent be- 
cause of the growth of the talkies, but 
even their stockbrokers know they are 
only fooling. Talkies may either be the 
best thing that ever happened to inde- 
pendent vaudeville or the new develop- 
ment in show business may shoot the 
field to pieces, The best informed main- 
tain that there is no middle course, 
With this we agree—and heartily.

busy cutting each other’s throat to 
bother about ethics, principles and even 
justice, let alone talkie opposition. The 
wheel has turned. The independent 
booker is now forced to be alive and 
lithely responsive to every advance made 
by the industries represented by those 
terrible sounding words, sound, syn- 
chronization and 100 per cent talking 
pictures. Instead of having as his ch‘ef 
—and frequently only—concern the out- 
bidding of the other fellow in getting 
a house and keeping it, Mister Inaie 
now has to consider what the house 
operator is going to do about using acts, 
if at all. There is less cut-throat play 
now because the independents are too 
busy weentng themselves over a crush- 
ing attack of depression. When a hur- 
ricane is sweeping down on us we forget 
about such trifles as a feud with the 
fellow across the street. 

Talkies are to the indies like that 
apple was to Sir Isaac Newton. It prob- 
ably gave him a bump on the head, but 
it was responsible for the promulgation 
of Newton's unassailable law of gravita- 
tion. Talkies are giving the indies 
bumps and various other complications, 
but who knows but it might suggest to 
them some means whereby all might 
work for one and, to complete the trite 
reference, one for all. The independent 
field has suffered greatly thru lack of 
co-ordination. This is lamentable. The 
field is—or rather has been—so large 
that with the formulation of some kind 
of an organization or a universal gen- 
tlemen‘'s agreement everyone already in 
the running can derive deserved bene- 
fits. It is unnecessary to be bound to- 
gether in a self-effacing business 
enterprise. Fruit growers on the 
Pacific Coast are each of them 
independent, but thru proper under- 
standing of their personal problems tbey 
are able to market their products at 
reasonable prices. The independent 
who grabs a house from another office 
and thereby cuts down on salaries gets 
& smaller slice for himself and makes 
acts work cheaper than is essential to 
maintain a decent standard of living. 
If these offices only could agree on 
minimum budgets for booking houses 
and go a little further and perfect te 
ritorial agreements, what a beautiful 
world {t would be for them and the 
song and dance boys who wear down 
shoe leather in and around Times Square.

' Cinematorials 
By ROY CHARTIER 


WHAT'S BECOME of the old-fashioned 
movie director who wezt in for leather 
puttees and was never at home without 
@ megaphone in his entrourage? And 
the cameraman that always had his 
cap in reverse with the peak pointing 
aft? 

Both have practically disappeared 
from the scene in recent years. The 
fastidious director of the present era 
goes in for knickers or business clothes, 
which to the tourist in California 
naturally detracts from the glamour that 
once surrounded the gentry of his pro- 
fession. The megaphone is also be- 
coming extinct as an accoutrement of 
his traae, especially with the advent of 
the talkies. 


With the new sound stages the art 
of direction has become revolutionized 
The directo: now must adhere to sileace 
in divection and cannot roar “cut” as 
in the past when he objected to the 
player's handling of a situation. Wise- 
cracking gagmen feel this change lends 
dignity to the directorial profession. 
What the directors think is nobody's 
business. 

A new class of directors is forging 
to the front with the sound pictures. 
Bryan Foy, sou af the late Eddie Foy, 
unheard of in the days of the silent 
pictures, is now one of the ranking di- 
rectors on the West Coast. It remained 
for Foy, practically an unknown, to di- 
rect Warner Bros.’ first 100 per cent 
talkie, Lights of New York. His forte, 
however, is apparently in the short sound 
field. He has been responsible for many 
of the Vitaphone “canned” acts that 
have been reieased by Warner Bros. 


Others like Foy are constantly easing 
into the public eye and overshadowing 
the old-line directors that attained 
prominence in the silent film days. 
Knowledge of stage direction is now as 
important in: the making of pictures as 
® knowledge of movie technique ip 
transferring a story to the screen. Many 
of the larger companies are using two 
directors, where heretofore one sufficed. 
One directs the dialog and the other 
the silent sequences under the new 
regime. 

Lloyd Bacon, who went along with his 
light hidden under a bushel directing 
sitents for Warner Bros., until he made 
The Singing Fool, starring Al Jolson, hag 
now taken his place in the front rank 
of successful directors. Bacon, a son 
of the late Frank Bacon, who starred !n 
Lightning on the stage until his death. 
has been responsible for one of the 
greatest box-office smashes of the year 
in the Jolson picture now playing at 
the Winter Garden in New York. 

With each succeeding week, the ranks 
of the big box-office names in things 
directorial are being swelled by the addi- 
tion of newcomers. The Bacons and the 
Foys will shortly be reinforced by others, 
previously unknown, but with the new 
sound regime catapulted to the top of 
the heap.

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Red Nichols Orchestrations 
A Winaer for Marks Firm 


The E. B. Marks Music Company, New 
York, yeports an astounding success 
with its first series of Red Nichols’ Spe- 
cial Modernistic Orchestrations, which 
has rec#ntly becn released by the Marks 
firm. A record number of copies have 
been sold, but the sales have not nearly 
reached the peak, Marks officials report. 

The success of the first series is a 
tribute not only to the remarkable popu- 
larity, ability and pulling power of “Red” 
himself, but also to the worth of each 
of the seven favorites included in the 
set. The numbers were selected with the 
greatest care by Nichols and the Marks 
executives, and the result is that there 
is not one weak link in the series. The 
arrangements have been praised by or- 
chestra men as amo the best of the 
hot, ultra-modern works ever published. 

In the case of Ida, Sweet as Apple 
C'der, and My Gel Sal, the Marks Com- 
pany has two standard songs that were 
big sellers long before the Nichols idea 
was even contemplated, but the other 
five mumbers in the series have been 
so aided by the orchestrations that they 
have changed from fair, every-day sellers 
to some of the biggest hits of the day.

The Marks concern has al- 
ready received more than 40 suggestions 
for numbers in its own catalog, and 
Nichols is weighing them all, endeavor- 
ing to pick seven just as surefire as 
the first group.

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George Sharp Sued 
By George Boesel 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27-—George Sharp, 


who headed a stock company bearing his 
name at Shubert’s Pitt Theater in Pitts- 
burgh last spring, is the defendant in 
a suit brought about by his former 
associate, George Boesel, scenic artist.

Eight tent repertoire 
managers, who understand the meaning 
of the word “courtesy”, and five of them 
are the old faithful guard of T. R. M. 
P. A. who have lived up to their 
obligations faithfully and promptly. 


Now we have 47 members on our 
books afd exactly 12 are in good stand- 
ing. The rest of you have ignored us 
completely and many of you haven't 
even paid the first half dues. We have 
written you some mighty nice letters 
and included stamped, self-addressed 
envelopes, but you never even answered. 
You owe us around $900, which is way 
past due, yet you never even drop us a 
line in spite of our appeals, pleas and 
entreaties. This is an obligation that is 
as legai as any other debt, but you don't 
seem to think so. Now can you blame 
us for getting heated up? Well, we are 
heated up and we are going to stay 
heated up and we are going to keep hot 
after you from now om until you come 
out and tell us flatfooted whether you 
are with us or against us.

NEW YORE, Oct. 27-——On Monday, I. H. Herk, president and general manager 
of the Mutual Burlesque Association, issued orders to his personal aids and censors 
of circuit shows te entrain immediately for a tour of inspection of all shows on 
the circuit and to wife reports to him persomally on each performance reviewed. 

Herk then sent a letter to company managers, viz.: 


“It has been brought very forcibly to 
my attention that some of you fellows, 
regardless of the repeated instructions 
that I have given you both in writing and 
in verbal form, still do not understand 
the kind of show that I want over this 
circuit. 

“This is the last and final warning. If 
you cannot give an absolute burlesque 
show, full of low comedy and hokum, 
with pep, ginger and speed in your num- 
bers, you don’t belong on this wheel and 
I will tolerate you no further. 

“It seems a pity that the lack of in- 
telligence so blinds you that you cannot 
realize that a show given along any other 
lines but these cannot last. 

“I will not permit for one day longer 
any filth in any show on this circuit. 

“If you consider this letter as a form 
letter and put it to one side without 
following same implicitly, the peril is 
yours, and I warn you now and for the 
last time that disregarding of this letter 
means a revocation of your franchise. 

“If you are a paid Manager and own 
no part of the show, read this letter 
thoroly and then send it to the man that 
owns the show you are Managing. If the 
owner of the show tells you to disregard 

ame, you had better advise me of the 
fact and protect yourself, because if I 
revoke the franchise it not only means 
your position at present, but your posi- 
tion at any future time on this circuit. 

“I have tried to make this letter as 
strong as I know how and I repeat to 
you, this is the last warning.”

FLO DEARTH, pleasingly plump, mar- 
celed, brunet prima donna, put her num-

RUTH DARLING, a Dresden doll, sing- 
ing and dancing soubret, was there with 
pep and personality 

SEARS AND DARLING, as oa sister

CRITIC CRITICIZED 


“BAWLED OUT” by the boss for our 
apparent personal prejudice against pro- 
ducers and performers in burlesque, we 
stood convicted of what the boss was 
pleased to term, “caustic criticism”, un- 
ti] we flashed a letter, issued by I. H. 
Herk, president of the Mutual Burlesque 
Association, to managers of circult com- 
panies, as set forth on this page, when 
the boss admitted. that we evidently 
know our burlesque. 

Reviewing shows, tn which the per- 
formers for the most part are personal 
friends, acquaintances and readers of our 
reviews, is an unenviable position to 
hold. for it isn't easy for us to tell the 
truth to our readers without offending 
our friends, but we work on the theory 
that by exposing their indecencies We 
may influence them to camouflage their 
double-entendre sufficiently to ccver 
themselves, and when they refuse to do 
so there is nothing left for us to do but 
continue our exposes until they clean 
up or clean out of burlesque. 

That our criticisms of producers, com- 
pany managers and house managers for 
permitting indecencies in performances 
of players have been justified in the past 
is evidenced by Herk's letter to company 
managers. 

We have indorsed double-entendre in 
burlesque frequently and commended 
comics for their cleverness in camouflag- 
ine their lines and actions sufficiently to 
cover themselves 

‘Like Herk we do not expect Sunday- 
school shows or polite parlor presenta- 
tions in burlesque, when low slapstick 
comedy will answer the purpose of play- 
ers in pleasing the patrons, but we do 
object to the dishers of dirt who have 
chased cleverer and cleaner comics out of 
burlesque into other fields of theatricals. 

There was a time in burlesque when 
a performer could acclaim his or her 


associatién with burlesque without 
shame, but that time has passed and 
gone, and, if Herk desires a return of 


those times he will make his ban on in- 
decent burlesque imperative by penaliz- 
ing the indecent performers. 

Letters to company managers mean 
little or nothing, for but few of them 
have the courage of their convictions 
sufficiently strong to call a comic 

Back up company managers, Mr. Herk. 
Convince comics that they are working 
undey managers vested with full au- 
thority from you personally to hire and 


fire, ahd that company managers will 
have your personal support in firing 
indecent comics, and you will get the 


brand of burlesque that you demand 
If Herk will issue orders to his inex- 
perienced franchise-holding operators 
who do not travel with their shows, to 
leave the actual Management of their 
shows to thelr company managers and 
ignore the letter to owner writing per- 
formers, be will be doing something 
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that should have been done in the past, 
but which can be done at present and 
make it stand for the future. 

If Herk will issue a notice to everyone 
on the circuit that, in the event of a 
police pinch, producers, performers and 
managers will have to stand the gaff in- 
dividually, indecencies will be eliminated 
immediately. 

Election day is only a few days away 
and a change in the Federal administra- 
tion will be reflected in municipal ad- 
ministration and this is especially 
applicable to New York, for it is rumored 
among those around City Hall that there 
is to be a general cleanup of theatricals 
after election. 

A word to the wise in burlesque is suf- 
ficient. Someone is going to be the goat 
by being ruled off the circuit or take 
the rap in the event of a pinch by police. 

Let’s hope that we won't follow this 
with “we told you so,” for we personally 
yalue the friendship of real burlesquers. 

We value our own position and we 
don’t like to be “bawled out” by the 
boss. but we have the courage of our 
convictions and wil! continue to criticize 
and condemn indecencies in burlesque 
as long as we are permitted to review 
shows for The Billboard. 


BISHOP COMMENDS BURLESQUE 

B. Fitzpatrick, manager of the Lyric 
Theater, Bridgeport, presenting Mutual 
Ciroult shows, contributes a letter sent 
to him by Archbishop A. E. Leighton, 
Episcopal Bishop, Pacific Coast States 
and Alaska, viz.: 

“The writer had the pleasure of at- 
tending a performance at your theater on 
the evening of October 20 and eaw there 
an audience composed equally of men 
and women of a high type, and from 
the amount of applause that greeted 
the efforts of the performers it was 
the sort of entertainment that pleases 
the residents of Bridgeport. 

“Personally I found the attraction to 
be very entertaining, a potpourri of sing- 
ing. dancing and wholesome fun.”

Conceding the letter tc be authentic 
and the report cf the M. B. A. that all 
shows presented at the Lyric Theater, 

ridgeport, have played to profitable 
patronage, sufficient to warrant the 
management making it a guarantee 
house instead of a sharing term house, 
the combined reports are conclusive 
proof that circuit shows can become suf- 
ficiently clean to warrant justifiable 
commendation from patrons unin- 
fluenced by producers or players. On 
consulting our route sheet we find that 
the show thus commended was Ed E. 
Daley's Bare Facts. More power to pro- 
ducoers like Daley. who keep out of the 
dirt. 


CENSOR TO BE CENSURED 

Tt may be only an alibi, but it comes 
from fairly reliable sources and, if true, 
the city officiating censor of burlesque is 
to be censured. According to the report, 
he is a woman chaser and a drinker. He 
reviewed the show and invited the sou- 
bret out to a midnight ftunch. They 
wined and dined until he made improper 
proposals, when the soubret left him flat. 
He retaliated by a warrant, charging her 
with an indecent performance. 


When the case comes up in court, if 
it ever does, there will be accusations 
and counter-accusations, with witnesses 
willing to testify to’the censor’s drunk- 
enness while in the theater reviewing the 
show. 

Verily, the chance of the biter being 
bitten, in this particular case, is pros- 
pective in the event of further prosecu- 
tion 

A word to the wise ts sufficient. When 
you come into court with a defamatory 
complaint, come in clean.

This sketch, called The Nite Stick of 
Broadway, appears to be a revamped ver- 
sion of a piece formerly called The Dip. 
Idea is good, but execution, except for 
some brief but admirable work by Miss 
Norwood in the climax, is mediocre. Lines 
are far below grade. It’s the same old 
story of a master-mind detective, with 
situations and actions of the players 
misleading the spectator as to the 
identity of the character. It opens, in 
one, with a prolog calling for the four 
people (two men and two women) steal- 
ing stealthily past the street drop. Most 
of the preliminary business is meaning- 
less—and this adds to the mystery 
touch. On many dates they should get 
away with it, too. 

The main action, which takes place 
in a middle-class parlor, has the fems 
and the character man, a white-haired 
gent, hurling accusations at each other. 
All this is concerned with a recent 
murder and robbery. It looks like a 
cheating cheaters party until a bullish 
detective appears on the set.

FD J. TINNEY, International rep- 
resentative, has been successful in 
eecuring many advantages for members 
of the organization. In Sandusky, O., he 
met with the executive board of the local. 
which had been given full power to han- 
dle the controversary in question. In 
company with this group, he conferred 
with the district manager of the Schine 
Circuit and obtained a 20 per cent in- 
crease in Wages and some chances in 
working conditions. In Erie, Pa., the 
local there benefited by a 10 per cent 


pay rise as well as improved working 
conditions, 

Tinney also improved the situation 
in Sheboygan, Wis., where the local com- 
mittee empowered John Kuntzman to 
accompany him to Milwaukee to confer 
with the district manager of the Uni- 
versal theaters. The outcome of this 
Session consisted of adding two men to 
the shift at $60 each for a week, consist- 
ing of six-hour days, and the addition 
of a relief man at such times as the 
houses should run continuous perform- 
ances, and for all time in excess of the 
original six hours to be considered over- 
time and therefore be paid at the rate of 
$1 an hour. In Liverpool, O., Tinney 
secured a 15 per cent imcrease in the 
wage scale ad several changes in working 
conditions. He is now handling the 
troubles of Local 369, Huntington, W. Va. 


WILLIAM A. DILLON, Internationa! 
representative, is another factor in this 
Organization who has been getting fine 
results. When he recently went to Hart- 
fort, Conn., he met David M. Idzal, of 
the Fox interests, in the matter of con- 
tracts at the Capitol Theater and the 
Palace Theater. Accordingly, he ob- 
tained a $4 a week raise for a six-day 
week and a $1.50 jump for Sunday, as 
well as an additional 50 cents an hour 
for all overtime. This was signed on a 
contract for one year. Accompanied by 
Henry Worth, L. Stagg and J. M. Mitchell, 
of Local 486, he discussed the matter of 
their contracts, getting an increase of 
$9.50, thus bringing the new figure te 
$62 for a seven-day week, with no show 
to rum more than 10 hours. Also, $3 
an hour for Sundays. He arranged to 
have all screening paid for at the rate 
of 82 an hour, with two men added to 
the booth working on five-hour shifts. 
This, too, was signed for one year. The 
houses play Vitaphone and Movietone. 

Success was also attained by Dillon in 
Waterbury, Cofin., regarding the- Palace 
Theater. There, he conferred with James 
Carrigan, Frank Brown and James 
Mannette, of Local No. 304, regarding 
contracts for the ensuing year, and 
secured a rise of $8 a week, thus bring- 
ing the figure to 865 a week for a 10- 
hour show, adding two men to the booth, 
with six hours given to screening. This 
contract was signed for one year. At 
New Haven, which comes under the 
jurisdiction of Local No. 74 and Local No. 
723, Dillon met a committee, consisting 
of John S. O'Connell, Sol Rodneck and 
Herman Hegenwald, and together they 
negotiated with Idzal on contracts for 
the Palace. This resulted in a jump in 
wage to 875 for a six-day week for de- 
partment heads, $70 for grips, with a 
man added to a five-man crew. Salaries 
for carpenters were raised 822.50 and 
other increases were for $25, with al! 
overtime set at $2 an hour. At the Bijou 
Theater, after preliminary difficulties, 
Dillon, with Maurice Moriarity and Fred 
Warner, of Local No. 273, secured a rise 
of $123.50 & week, bringing the new 
figure to $72.50 and six hours for screen- 
ing. Overtime was increased to $1.50 
an hour, with $3 an hour for Sundays. 
Two men were added to the booth 

When Dillon negotiated in Bridgeport, 
Conn., im co-operation with Local No. 
277, he secured, for members at the 
Palace Theater, Poli Theater § and 
Majestic Theater, a $6 jump for the 
seven-day week, bringing the wage to 
$72.50. The overtime was increased to $2 
an hour, with $3 for Sundays. Here, too, 
there were two men added to the booth.

After several disheartening attempts, 
due to casting difficulties, A. H. Woods 
at last brings this two-character play 
to Broadway with Fay Bainter and John 
Halliday in the roles. It is one of the 
things to be seen, from a standpoint 
of novelty and as a noteworthy example 
of expert craftsmanship and for the fact 
that it reveals some of the finest acting 
to be seen hereabouts. 

Eugene Walter has contrived a deft, 
closely knit and steadily moving adapta- 
tion of Louis Verneuil’s play from the 
Prench. It functions with the preci- 
sion of a machine, grinding out the 
theme to its inevitable conclusion. And 
yet, that fact is its chief weakness. 
While Jealousy is a brave, novel and ¢f- 
ficient piece of stagecraft, it is not a 
moving play. Its very limitation to two 
characters, the incessant and unrelent- 
ing haggling, its lack of diversion pre- 
cludes its being a well-rounded, full- 
blown medium for the theater. In other 
words, while it is an intensely interest- 
ing play, it is seldom rousing. The ar- 
tificiality of the construction and the 
bounded scope have defeated any possi- 
bility of an emotional reaction. Yet, in 
its essence, Jealousy is intended as an 
emotional play. 

While there have been earlier efforts 
claiming the two-character classification 
they have been concerned most often 
with the number of actors involved, 
rather than wit the actual dialog. 
Jealousy is strictly within its claim. Yet, 
it is a triangle drama. The third angle, 
however, is never seen, and his connec- 
tion with the story is revealed only thru 
the conversation on the stage and over 
the telephone. 

Withal, it is surprising how such 38 
limited production holds the attention. 
There are times when talk becomes 
monotonous and symptoms of ennui ap- 
pear. These are few and far between. 
however, and, for the most part, it is 
a smoothly running continuity. 

Jealousy concerns Maurice and Valerie, 
who have just returned to their apart- 
ment on the first night of their mar- 
riage. She has. been his mistress. He 
is a talented but struggling artist and 
she operates a small shop. Maurice holds 
a deep aversion for the 64-year-old fi- 
mancier who is supposed to be her 
guardian and benefactor. In order to 
allay his suspicions she lies and this 
network of falsifications grows until 
there is no hope of escape. The founda- 
tion of their romance and happiness is 
undermined. Word finally comes that 
the benefactor has been murdered. Her 
story collapses and she admits that she 
has been his mistress. He held her in 
his grip and there was no hope of es- 
cape. She even goes so far as to say 
that she murdered the man in order” 
that she might be clean to her husband. 
But this lie ruins everything since the 
husband himself is guilty of the crime. 
An innocent man is arrested and held 
and Maurice surrenders himself to free 
the other man. As he is leaving, Valerie 
promises that for once she will free ‘him 
by telling the whole truth. 

Certainly this play is saved from being 
nothing more than a hollow shell by 
the superb acting of the stars, and if is 
not going too afar to say that Miss Bmin- 
ter does the finest work of her career. 
Faced with a part of tremendous and 
trying proportions, she handles the vary- 
ing moods and tbe catalog of emotions 
with a finesse that is remarkable. Her 
early scenes before the green-eyed mon- 
ster has wrought destruction show her 
to best advantage. In these her fragile 
inflections of voice and the deft expres- 
sion of her gestures give forceful reality 
to the workings of her mind. Her later 
scenes are a trifle too excessive and yet 
it is hard to realize how they could be 
ctherwise. The very atmosphere of the 
play is one of tension, strained emo- 
tions and hidden motives, and the later 
climaxes can be made emphatic only by 
magnification. 

The even plane of Halliday’s perform- 
ance is marred by the same tendency. 
His early scenes create the illusion of 
belief, but by the time the final act ar- 
rives he has so exhausted his mediums 
cf expression that there is nothing left 
but to resort to mannerisms that barder 
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on the overtheatrical. All in all, how- 
ever, the play could not be in the hands 
of two more capable players. They. 
more than any other factor, give dy- 
namic power and poignant beauty to an 
otherwise hollow and artificial theat- 
rical property. Jealousy, if for no other 
reason, stafids out clearly because of 
the acting of Miss Bainter and Halliday. 

Guthrie McClintic is the power be- 
hind the throne and the freedom and 
ease of the limited action is due to his 
fine direction. Hats off! He has taken 


a stage. trick and made it breathe. P.

Once more Broadway takes a fling at 
locraphical drama, this time basing it 
on the life of Niccolo Machiavelli, and, 
while it is largely concerned with biog- 
raphy, it is seldom drama. The Grey 
Fcz is a brave, beautiful and interesting 
production, but never moving. It is a 
snatchy, incoherent and blurred picture 
of the Florentine that leaves too much 
to the assumption of the audience. 
Lemist Esler has done a sincere and 
studious piece of writing, but he has 
failed to construct a tightly wrought, 
clear and convincing medium for the 
stage. 


The play, in three acts and eight 


scenes, takes Machiavelli from his first Ea 


diplomatic assigninent, at which time 
he is filled with the highest ideals, thru 
his treacherous betrayal by Caterina 
Sfcrza to his later rise to power and 
fame. Finally to his banishment. Inter- 
woven are the tenderness, love, sympathy 
and idealism that distinguished the 
young statesman. Later, due to the les- 
son learned from the incident with 
Caterina, the ruthlessness, intricue, 
selfishness and treachery that marked 
his climb to power. 

Orly in the final scene of the first act 
when the young Florentine, duped and 
betrayed by the beautiful and unscru- 
pulous Caterina, indicates that he has 
learned the supreme lesson of his life 
and will be guided accordingly in the 
future, does the undiluted essence of 
drama appear. Again in scene 2, act 
3, when Machiavelli, heartbroken after 
ordering the execution of Caterina and 
her son, goes to the window and ad- 
dresses the populace, is there gripping 
theater. Otherwise The Grey For is a 
heavy and studious characterization. 

Be that as it may, however. Esler’s 
effort would be far more convincing had 


he been consistent in the handling of 
his dialog. He has attempted to walk 
two paths and he has succeeded only 
in dispelling belief for either one. Most 
of the lines are written in the staid but 
blustering manner of the old costume 
drama When the author has succeeded 
in lending credence to this method he 
deliberately dispels the illusion, breaks 
the continulty and weakens interest by 
resorting to colloquialisms and current 
slang. This ts especially evident in the 
second scene of the first act when the 
soldiers converse in a manner resembling 
the characte:s in What Price Glory? The 
astounding part of it is that there ls 
no excuse for such procedure. Esler can 
greatly strengthen his play by weeding 
out these deflections and holding close 
to his guns. If he intends that !t should 
be in the manner of The Road to Rome 
then let him revise hix script to be con- 
sistent with that method. 


The producers have outdone them- 
selves in mounting this play and it 
offers one of the most artistic pictorial) 
entertainments in town. The settings 
and costuming are superb and the light- 
ing effects most impressive. It would 
appear that the most has not been made 
of the orgy scene in act 2 and so meager 
a flash is presented that the fullness 
of the idea behind it is hardly grasped 
by the audience. 


Henry Hull is able as Machiavelli, 
altho his first act scenes are the most 
impressive. Later he is inclined to be 
carried away by the part. Chrysta) 
Herne, as Caterina, has a part that is 
sdmirably suited to her talents and she 
makes the most of it. Her rich voice 
blends perfectly with the role and she 
more than brings belief to the character 
of the seductive and treacherous coun- 
tess. J. M. Kerrigan shows effective re- 
straint as a council member ard War- 
ren Hymer is silently efficient as 
Machiavelli's bodyguard, confidant and 
official executioner. 


Edward Arnold contributes some of the 
most convincing moments as the good- 
humored, sly and murderous Cesare 
Borgia. In fact, his interpretation is so 
deftly handled that he makes his one 
short scene among the highlights of the 
production. Martin Berkeley fails to 
bring any impressive qualities to the 
part of Caterina'’s son and Alfred Web- 
ster is too overbearing as the traitor, 
Sabelll. 

The direction is, for the most part, 
excellent. However, no little share of 
the credit for the high quality of the 
production belongs to Joe Mielziner and 
Fania Mindel for their settings and cos- 
tumes respectively.

Whatever the defects in this first pro- 
duction of the seventh subscription sea- 
son of the Actors’ Theater, it is a brave 
and uncompromising play that deserves 


& hearing. There is nothing rett 
about Exceeding Smali, but t is 
terrifying. stark and forceful tragedy 


that becomes effective largely thru the 
dominating notes of sincerity and 
simplicity that underly the production. 
The cruelty, futility and injustice of 
life are the undercurrents that swirl 
thru this first play from the pen of 
Caroline Francke and there is little re-

lief from the drab and sordid surround - 
ings in which it is set, Exceeding Smal! 


beauty about its groupings that shines as 
the oustanding feature of the produc- 
tion. However, there is little chance of 
it becoming popular or profitable. It ts 
too depressing and unrelenting. 


In & general way there is something 
in common between this play and Max- 
well Anderson's Saturday's Children, 80 
successfully produced two seasons ago 
by the Actors’ Theater. Both concern 
a couple who marry on small salaries 
and then find themselves enslaved and 
fioprisoned by their act. But that is 
just about as far as the similarity goes, 
either as regards the theme or its han- 
dlipg. Miss Francke’s is naked tragedy 
that moves swiftly to its inevitable 
doom. These characters have no guiding 
hand to pilot them thru the rapids, as 
did Saturday's Children, nor have they 
that relieving sense of possible family 
security that the Anderson play gave 
They are alone and their fate is sealed 
from the start. There is no hope of 
escape nor a possible solution. 

As far as the literary merits of the two 
pieces are concerned, there is no com- 
parison. Exceeding Small shows none of 
the expert craftemanshi that dis- 
tinguished Saturday's Children and more 
than once it stumbles, staggers and 
gives evidence of crumpling. 

The play concerns Ed and Gert, a pair 
of hopeless wage slaves, who marry and 
set up housekeeping. They have only 
each other and the specter of an ever- 
encroaching poverty to haunt them. A 
few days after their drab but happy 
marriage, Ed is seized with a violent 
heart attack. He has had them before, 
unknown to her. The doctor says that 
by complete rest he may live two or 
three years. They have no money, no 
relatives, nothing ahead but dreary, 
hopeless days They decide that they 
cannot go on singly and the only way 
out is to die together. They turn on 
the gas, embrace and are awaiting the 
freedom of the lethal as the final cur- 
tain drops. 

Tt is a serious defect of Exceeding 
Small that it is so long getting under 
way. The first act, laid in a cheap 
Chinese restaurant and dance hall, is in- 
coherent, unreal and unimpressive. In 
it the author never clearly lays the 
foundation for the two powerful acts 
that follow and at best the audience can 
grasp only a smattering of the forces 
that later catch this hapless pair in 
their strangiing mesh. 


Then again, the second act scene in 
which the doctor administers to the 
Stricken Ed ts hardly convincing. It is 
too coldblooded, too untactful to carry 
weight. If this single scene can be 
made more subtle it will do much toward 
adding power, conviction and finesse to 
the play. Exceeding Small is such a 
Simple play that its dynamic force can 
be gleaned only thru the use of innuehdo 
and deft subtictics. As a matter of 
fact, there is little thoater or the ¢s- 
sence of drama in it. More than any- 
thing else it is a dranjaticed tale. 

Certainly the most relieving feature 
of the production is that it is so capably 
played. Eric Dressler gives an exception- 
ally moving and intelligent performance 
as the husband. His every line and 
action is motivated by a sympathetic 
earnestness that Is not the least factor 
in imbuing the play with an infectious 
alr of sincerity. Ruth Easton, a little 
known actress, is thoroly touching as 
the wife. However, it is not until the 
second act that she gets going, and after 
that her performance is moving. Her 
first act scenes are shallow and lack 
the surety that distinguishes her later 
work. Undoubtedly this may be laid to 
the inherent weakness of the first act 
construction and the cumbersome di- 
rection that has attempted to interpret 


v. 

Some of the best moments in the play 
belong to Kenneth Dana, as a gawky, 
dumb and slow-thinking youth. Kath- 
leen Lowry admirably assists in carrying 
the comedy burden as a orude, slangy 
but “heart of gold” golddigger. Eddie 
Garvie is superb as a fat, simple but 
wealthy boob who is hopelessly in love 
with Gert. He is seen only in the first 
act, but he easily dominates that ses- 
sion, and the effect of his playing is felt 
thruout the play. Halliam Bosworth is 
excellent as the doctor and Caroline 
Morrison gets in two fleeting moments 
as an Italian rooming-house keeper. The 
balance of the parts, no more than bits, 
are adequately handled. 


Rachel Crother’s direction, for the 
most part, is excellent, its sole weakness 
being in the first act, which is cumber- 
some, slow and unconvincing. Rollo 
Wayne's settings are well in keeping 
with the tenor of the play.

There is little reason for going into 
the merits and demerits of Animal 
Crackers. The Marx Brothers are the 
whole show and outside of them nothing 
really matters. It is easily the most 
hilarious and insane entertainment on 

way and most certainly will still 
when next season rolls around. Make 
no mistake about it, these boys are the 
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most adeptly inane clowns in the the- 
ater and if fun alone makes the ideal 
musical show then this one is head and 
shoulders above its competitors. 

However, when it comes to consicer- 
ing this production as a unit, it is noth- 
ing more than a hopeless and ineffec- 
tive hodgepodge. These comedians are 
strong enough to carry the piece, that 
is adequately proven. It would appear, 
nevertheless, that they deserve a better 
background. After all, they cannot be 
on the stage every minute, and during 
their absence Animal Crackers deterio- 
rates into unusually tacky fare. As the 
show stands it looks as.if the producers 
regarded the supporting cast as a neces- 
sary evil. The Marx .srothers run wild 
and their best moments come when they 
have kicked the book into the wings, 
stepped out of character and resorted 
to the bonrish foolery that has made 
them famous. The interludes serve only 
to rest the aching sides of a laugh-sick 
audience. 


Certainly George S. Kaufman and 
Morris Ryskind deserve credit for at- 
tempting something intelligent in the 
way of a book. They make a stab at a 
musical satire poking fun at social 
climbers and would-be art patrons. 
The difficulty ts that they are never al- 
lowed to get going and after the first 10 
minutes Animal Crackers has become 
nothing more than an irrelevant excuse 
for the boisterous antics of the stars. 
A book show for the Marx Brothers is 
a waste of time, not to mention effort 
and talent. 

As is always the case, the silent Chico 
and the voluble Groucho carry the bur- 
den of the show. The former is irre- 
sistibly funny in his silent, grotesque 
way, and the stamp of his burlesque ar- 
tistry is indelibly stamped on the pro- 
duction. Groucho keeps up a rapid fire 
of incoherent, meaningless but excruci- 
atingly funny talk that is riotous. Chico 
plays his usual wop character and is 
important mostly because he makes an 
excellent foil for the other two. Zeppo 
makes no impression whatsoever and the 
most that can be said is that he is 


present. 

The comedy highlight of the show is 
a Du Barry number with Groucho as 
the king. It is in the same manner as 
their famous Napoleon bit, that has 
served them so well in past seasons. It 
has no connection with the book and 
would be far more adaptable to the re- 
quirements of a revue. Yet the best 
comedy in the show is equally irrele- 
vant. Groucho’s Strange Interlude scene, 
the hilarious bridge game scene, and the 
insane cuaversation about building a 
house, all are immense and serve to 
sell the Marx Brothers. They never as- 
sist in making Animal Crackers a first- 
class book production, however. 

Bert Kalmar and Harry Ruby have 
contributed a very ordinary score, with 
only one potential song hit evident. 
This is Watching the Clouas Roll By, 
e tantalizing broken-time number thay 
undoubtedly will draw favor. Russell 
Markert, except itn the handling of the 
aforementioned number, has not shown 
the ingenuity that has marked his pre- 
vious work. The ensemble accompani- 
ment to that one mumber, however, is 
the most effective bit in the show— 
outside the Marx Brothers. 

Animal Crackers has a surprisingly 
small cast of principals, which is Just as 
well, since the 10 concerned are prac- 
tically wasted. Louls Sorin is excellent 
as the former rabbi, now a millionaire 
“art patron”, and Margaret Dumont als> 
matters greatly by the staid and noble 
manner in which she handles the buf- 
foonery of the stars. Bernice Ackerman 
and Milton Watson attempt to carry the 
love interest, but since no opportunity 
for it is given, they are lost. They are 
remembered only because they are es- 
sential to the handling of some song 
numbers. These they do well enough. 
Bobby Perkins is sprightly and person- 
able and it is regrettable that she is 
not offered a better chance to show her 
worth. The same goes for Alice Wood. 
Bert Mathews makes an excellent im- 
pression aS a go-getting scrivener and 
is about the only player to display any 
individual dancing talent. Robert Greig, 
Arthur Lipson and Margaret Irving make 
the most of their minor 

The settings, except for the final one, 
offer nothing to get excited about and 
are of stereotyped design and construc- 
tion. Mabel Johnston has been effec- 
tively simple with the costumes. Every 
change has been unusually well handled 
by her and if there is a contemporary 
designer showing keener understanding 
of striking color combinations, he has 
not shown his head

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Micha and Lucy Gebrman 
In “The Eternal Mother’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—While most of 
the other houses along Second avenue 
are making a play for trade with varie- 
gated musicals, the Yiddish Folks Thea- 
ter, wherein the histrionic talents of 
Micha and Lucy Gehrman are proudly 
displayed, is sticking to the old formula 
of realistic drama with The Eternal Moth- 
er as its second production of the sea- 
son. The Gehrmans are new to this 
sector of the Yiddish theater-going pub- 
lic and in view of their exquisite work 
in this piece, by Harry Kalmanovitch, it 
is entirely fitting to place them far up 
in the ranks, columns ahead of all their 
East Side contemporaries with the one 
exception of Maurice Schwartz. Yet this 
is praise galore since in the Yiddish 
field it is commonly accepted that even 
to be spoken of in the same critical 
breath with this Yiddish Art Theater 
genius is q sign of distinction. 

The Gehrmans are fortunate, for once, 
in having at their disposal this excellent 
script. There are more plays turned 
out over the week-ends in the Yiddish 
theater than there is hair on a gorilla. 
Out of the heap of mediocre and worth- 
less dramatic scripts in Yiddish jargon 
rises this powerful piece of dramaturgy. 
It grips the spectator versed in Yiddish 
and, thanks to Mme. Gehrman’s un- 
throttled and highly effective emoting, 
the sense and universal appeal of the 
play is scarcely lost on the portion of 
the audience come to imbibe the play 
by pantomime. The Eternal Mother is 
a problem drama, laid in three acts 
and four scenes. It deals with the 
harassed life of a widow. who is ever 
battling with her maternal instincts and 
those bound up with self-preservation. 
She gives her youth to the upbringing of 
inappreciative children. Happiness, in 
the form of a proposal from a hfe-long 
admirer, beckons to her more than once. 
She senses the meaning of its call, but 
twice, when she can meet the summons 
with a free conscience, she prefers to 
work out her moribund fate as a virtual 
slave to her children, the Prankensteins 
who seek to dcvour their creator. 

Micha Gehrman directed the piece and 
did a corking job under the “general 
supervision” of Theodore H. Silbert. 
With @ product such as this is. well-nigh 
perfect in every detail, it is difficult to 
point to any one factor in its composi- 
tion and hold this aside as outstanding 
in merit. Yet if such a distinction had 
to be made there is no doubt that the 
medals would be pinned on the breast of 
the one entrusted with the casting. The 
assignment was carried out with rare ex- 
cellence. In the role of the widowed 
mother, Mme. Gehrman is colossal in 
magnificence, and Gehrman, as the 
beneficent suitor, injects a finesse wel- 
come to any production. Mmashe Sku!- 
nick is the comedy relief. In this task 
he never falters; in fact he impresses 
as one of the funniest mother tongue 
funsters we have ever caught. Yudel 
Dubinsky plays an old-man character 
splendidly, and Julia Adler, Zvee Scooler 
and Helen Bley also impress in the 
parts of the widow's children. Other 


parts, ali of which were played con- 
sistently well, are assigned to Leah 
Rosensweig, Sam Gold and Gurtée 


Krause, youngsters; Minnie Birnbaum, 
Wolff Goldfadden and Luther Adler, who 
is the son of the Iate Jacob P. Adler. 
There is one disconcerting feature of 
the presentation. which we hesitate to 
include as part of the play. This is 
the croaking and raspness of an ampli- 
fying device for offstage music, called 
the Vitaphone. With capable men in 
the pit it seoms foolhardy to spoil a nice 
party with this obvious trash.

And if Judge Goddard rules 
against the association’s claim, which 
seems unlikely, it will not mean that the 
injunction has been made permanent. 
It will only mean that the hearing on 
the merits of the case will be heard by a 
Federal judge instead of a justice of 
New York's Supreme Court. 

In the meantime the terms of the in- 
junction as regards William Edelsten 
and his immediate associates in the 
agency business must be adhered to 
strictly.

Dramatic stock appears to have the 
brightest outlook in the theatrical field. 


Bb BUSINESS is the complaint 
of dozens of provincial movie thea- 

ters that could be made to turn a 
Profit if their policies were elastic 
enough to allow for a little simple busi- 
Ness acumen, to say nothing of show- 
manship, 

“Poor business” in these cases means 
merely that the houses are unable to 
draw the trade with their film offerings. 

An occasional round show, properly ex- 
ploited, might easily put the theater's 
monthly average on the right side of the 
ledger—but road shows are not wanted, 
at least not on a basis that will en- 


courage the traveling attractions to seek 
bookings in these houses. 

There have been actual cases where a 
movie theater, after booking a road 
show, has thrown the billing matter and 
other advance exploitation in the ash 
can, instead of distributing it in the 
proper channels and extending every 
possible co-operation toward making the 
show’s engagement mutually profitable. 

This is just a small sample of what 
has been going on these last few years, 
with theaters tied up in chain systems 
and house managers forced to work like 
automatons, according to mimeographed 
instructions from the central office. 

It is a pretty safe bet that, behind 
more than half of the complaints of 
“poor business”, there is a dreadful ex- 
ample of restricted showmanship and 
bum management. 


thing, be it show business, mer- 

chandising or shoeshining, never 
has gone very far without bringing on 
destruction, and in placing something 
new before the public the wise showman 
or merchant knows that the surest way 
to doom a commodity right off the bat 
is by exaggerated, unreasonable or know- 
ingly false claims for it. 

This is being done right now in the 
case of many so-called “talking” pic- 
tures. 

Films that have merely a synchronized 
musical accompaniment but no dialog are 
being exploited as “talkies”. 

Patrons come in large numbers, ex- 
pecting to hear spoken dialog, and go 
home disappointed and grumbling. 

This greed to cash in on the popu- 
larity of the talking films is giving the 
sound screen a very bad sendoff. 

Movie men who use such tactics are 
not playing fair with the public—and 
the public will show its resentment. 

A distinction should be made, in ail 
advertising, publicity and announce- 
ments, between films with synchronized 
musical scores, films with some _ se- 
quences in dialog, and films where all 
dialog is used, 

Not only is the theatergoing public en- 
titled to know these simple truths about 
the entertainment it is buying, but it

OVIE THEATER MEN once 

again are declaring war right and 

left on outdoor amusements. 
Formal resolutions to this effect have 
been passed at no less than half a dozen 
meetings in the last few 
weeks alone. 

This latest spurt against competitive 
entertainment is the outcome of the 
crucial stage of affairs brought about by 
the advent of the talking pictures. 

Small-town movie owners, who either 
are unable to obtain installation of sound 
equipment immediately or cannot af- 
ford the necessary outlay, are suffering 
greater losses at the box office from 
week to week. 

So they try to get even by going after 
the outdoor amusements. 

“Declaring war” on tent shows has be- 
come quite a favorite pastime with the 
picture people. 

In fact, the pastime has been worked 
so hard that most of the punch has been 
taken out of it—especially when the film 
moguls openly admit that their reason 
for desiring to keep away the outdoor 
shows is because they take business 
away from the movie theaters—which is 
a plain admission that the picture men 
are attempting to dictate what the public 
shall have for entertainment. 


As pointed out time and again, the 
movie people are on the wrong track 
when they try to bolster their failing at- 
neces by trying to chase away the 
outdoor shows. 

A few grains of horse sense ought to 
tell them that their attack on a competi- 
tive attraction invariably has the same 
effect as, for instance, a minister’s de- 
nunciation of a salacious play—it just 
advertises the show. 

If outdoor amusement did not fill a 
legitimate and well-grounded demand, 
they would pass out of their own ac- 
cord. 

But since they do fill such a demand, 
all the antagonism that opposition forces 
may bring to bear against them will have 
little effect. 

“Declaring war” on outdoor shows is 
great example of misdirected energy.

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The Drama’s Difficulties 


Louisville, Oct. 23, 1928. 
Editor The Billboard: 

I read what Frank Arnim had to say 
in a recent issue of Tite Billboard re- 
garding the class of preductions needed 
to bring back the drama. 

What he failed to take into account, 
however, is that the tastes of the public 
have changed. It makes no difference 
who or what is responsible for this 
change—the movies, the radio, the auto- 
mobile, jazz, or what not. The adamant 
fact is that a change has come about. 

Arnim says the people could be given 
10-people dramatic shows instead of 75- 
people musical productions, and thus the 
producers could make ends meet. 

But suppose theatergoers prefer 75- 
people musical shows to 10-people, or 
even 200-people, dramatic shows? What 
then? And since it so happens that the 
public at large has plainly given proof 
that musical productions are preferred, 
what theatrical manager is going to court 
financial suicide by trying to force dra- 
matic pieces on the public? 

With all due allowance for the value 
of scenery, I most decidedly disagree with 
Arnim’s statement that theatergoers 
place such importance on the settings 

What the public wants—what it looks 
for, expects, enjoys and talks about— 
may be summed up as follows: 

Laughs, thrills, tears, surprises, mys- 
tery, shocks, beauty, lingering tunes, 
pretty faces and anything that plays 
on the emotions. 

Scenic effects couldn't fill many of 
these requirements, outside of beauty.

Miami, Fla., Oct. 24, 1928.

I read with much pleasure your edi- 
torial in your issue of October 6, page 
47, re fire hazards. 

The writer has been trying to get 
many houses closed up in Canada, but 
cannot get the officiais to do anything, 
and in many letters they all pass the 
buck, from the highest officials down to 
the city police. 

Over there they have a division fire 
warden, also a provincial fire warden. 
These are more interested in “dollar” 
fire losses than in human lives. Just 
think, the opera house in the Canadian 
town where I am from had one exit door 
blocked half way up with snow, and to 
get out from said door the people had 
to go thru a passageway 20 to 22 feet in 
length and not more than 23 inches in 
width, and. some winters it was not 
shoveled for weeks at a time. 

Another house has the t >ket office in 
the center of the lobby, this blocking 
the exit, and, to get the money, they 
have had the house painted when the 
house was open and pictures on in the 
evening. Can you credit it? 

The laws should require all lobbies of 
all public houses to be large enough to 
hold 20 per cent of the house capacity 
So as not to block the sidewalks. 

Some houses also empty thru the side 
doors, whereas the law reads that all 
doors must be open at the ciose of each 
performance. 

I suppose I must have possibly 50 
Officials tied to this matter by letters, 
but they pass the buck.

There is, 
too, no market price on a trained horse 
—it will bring all the buyer can pay 
and then some. If anyone doubts that 
statement, their doubts would be re- 
moved if they would ask Mr. MacFar- 
lane to put a price on Howard’s trick 
high-school pony. Or if they would 
price any of the trained horses used by 
California Frank Hafley or any of the 
Wild West stars. 


World’s Series Rodeo Opens 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The third an- 
nual edition of the World's Series Rodeo 
is a darb. What it lacks in quantity it 
makes up for in quality, as was demon- 
strated on the night of October 23, when 
the big Garden had a crowd estimated 
at 5,000. The matinee was light on the 
second day, with approximately the same 
number on hand for the night perform- 
ance that were present at the premiere. 
The show will run until November 1, 
and is being presented by Tex Rickard 
for the benefit of Broad Street Hospital 


One hundred and thirteen contestants 
are vying for honors. More are on the 
way, it is reported. 

Business does not iook so reassuring. 
Comparison with last year’s figures show 
that the attendance on the opening 
night was probably one-half less than 
1927.

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New System of Booking Shows 
Is Urged by Fair Secretary 


Awarding of Contracts on a Straight Business Basis, Better Per- 
centage for Carnival, More Efficient Fair Circuits and Pledge 
Against Grift Among Recommendations 


An awakening on the part of some fair secretaries to the need of a new system 
in awarding carnivai contracts at the Chicago convention in December is evidenced 
by the receipt of several ietters commenting On remarks along this line made in 
the last issue of The Billboard. One prominent fair secretary, who asks that his name 


be withheld for the present, says in part: 


“It was about time that somebody 
came out in the open with a few straight 
facts about the manner in which Many 
of the fair contracts are obtained at the 
meeting in Chicago. I, for one, have 
detested the system for a long time, and 
I know personally half a dozen fair sec- 
retaries who feel the same way about it, 
but each one’s final argument has been 
that the carnival men themselves have 
made the situation; we merely have ac- 
quiesced 

“Now, however, I am of the mind that 
matters have reached such a point that 
it is incumbent upon the fair men to 
do something. A new system of booking 
carnival midways is absolutely meces- 
sary, for the way things are going now 
may mean our own ruination as well as 
the carnivals. 

“I am sure many fair men finally have 
realized that they are doing grave harm 
to their own communities, their visitors 
from far and near, their reputation, and 
their future welfare, when they charge 
such high price for their date that it is 
mecessary for the carnival to work grift. 
This is a fatal policy in the long run. 

“I am in favor of awarding contracts 
on a straight business basis, with a bet- 
ter percentage for the carnival, and the 
absolute elimination of all grift. I know 
the kind of a show I desire for next sea- 
son, and nobody is going to influence, by 
favors or fancies, into booking any other. 
The show that I book will have to deliver 
the right goods at my fair, not at any 
merrymaking in Chicago. 

“I also have noticed that, in the in- 
discriminate scramble to get this fair and 
that one, at any cost, and often regard- 
less of ridiculous railroad jumps, several 
shows have wasted a lot of time and 
money in long jumps. It seems to me 
that everybody could get together and 
work out some better efficiency here, 


3,000 Attend Opening

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 27.—The 18th 
annual Negro Tri-State Fair was voted 
the most successful in the history of 
the fair association. On the opening 
day 3,000 passed thru the gates, and 
officials were hopeful that the fina) 
checkup would show a greater attendance 
than 35,000, the previous record.

Art Dodson’s Funeral 


MOBILE, Ala. Oct. 27—A telegram 
on Tuesday from Columbus, Ind., to 
Dodson's World’s Fair Shows, at the Mo- 
bile Fair here, told of the funeral serv- 
ices for Art Dodson, owner of the Dod- 
son Exposition Shows, who was tilled in 
an automobile accident near Jonesboro, 
La. The burial hour at Columbus was 
2 o'clock, Tuesday afternoon. The par- 
ents, 8. R. Dodson and wife, old-time 
troupers, now retired; his brothers, C. G. 
Dodson, general Manager, and Melvin 
Dodson, general representative, of Dod- 
son's World’s Fair Shows, and his wife, 
were the chief mourners. Show people 
from different parts of the country were 
at the burial. When the floral wreaths 
were placed over the grave they formed 
a monument of fragrance that hid from 
sight*the Dodson family burial plot. At 
its hour the Dodson midway here shut 
down for half an hour, and the show 
folk engaged in silent prayer and medi- 
tation. Then at twilight Doc Waddell 
held remembrance services for the dead.

Weird, peculiar, uncanny fecling 
crept over Kehoe, as his eyes rested up- 
on the name of the town on map, and 
next door neighbor to it another town 
by the hame of Dodson. Kehoe made re- 
mark about it, and the peculiar feeling 
he had. Soon & messenger boy brought 
explanation in & telegram that stated: 
“Art Dodson killed in automobile ac- 
cident.” Better scout never breathed. 
With heart of guild he made his way, 
loved by all. His hand was ever out in 
generous spirit, helping friend and foe. 
Art Dodson was a squareshooter. Death 
came quickly. Ah auto with glaring 
lights, in which were a husband and 


wife and their kiddies, crashed into Dod- 
son's car, knocking it over and down a 
very steep enbankment.

You often hear showmen and 
agents talking about after-notices, but 
how many give a thought to “after- 
ads"? 

Not necessary, they may respond. 

No, not necessary—but a mighty good 
investment. 

Of course, it takes farsightedness to 
see this, and few showmen seem to use 
any farsightedness In their business. 

Many of them, in fact, aren't even 
nearsighted, judging by the compara- 
tively small amount of advertising they 
do in local papers before arriving in 
town and during their engagement. 

They have yet to learn the many 
values and advantages of generous 
advertising. 

And still they wonder why the movies 
get all the breaks! 


Word comes from the West Coast that 
one of the paramount film producing 
units is casting another carnival picture. 

And it again will be the kind of a 
picture that won't do the carnival any 
good—quite the opposite, in fact. 


Four different national publications, 
in the last fortnight, have pullished 


wineaey of condemnation against grifting 
Ows. 

The writeups all were based on mate- 
rial collected by the authors last summer. 

One of the stories appeared in The 
Survey, an influential weekly, and an- 
other in Haldeman-Julius’ The De- 
bunker, which also has a wide circula- 
tion among the class of thinking persons 
who are most prone to be agitators or 
spreaders of propaganda. 


According to Jake Vetter, the veteran 
agent, the outlook for shows in the Kan- 
sas wheat belt is discouraging. Jake 
also has been down thru the Southwest 
and declares that conditions in the 
Texas panhandle are bad. He en- 
countered some circuses down that way— 
meluding one or two that have been 
sending in notices about big business— 
and says he found them playing to slim 
crowds. — 

The moving picture producers have 
stopped making “monkeys” out of foreign 
nationalities. 

They finally realized that this sort of 
thing was incurring animosity and 
cutting down on their business. 

When will some carnival operators 
also get wise and cut out their habit of 
regarding midway patrons as “monkeys’’? 


The gradually fading New York night 
clubs furnish a telling example of the 
futility of trying to build a permanent 
business by gyp tactics. 


Ten arrests were made by police Oc- 
tober 24 on the midway at Harrison and 
Miller streets, Augusta, Ga. Illegitimate 
games were seized. Those taken in the 
raid were E. Sandeberg, Fran Schillzzi, 
D. A. C’ain. D. Lewis, Roy Cook, C. W. 
Ayers, H. Smith, Philip Duken, Jack 
McGraw and Harry Biggs. 


The 1928 season was a particularly 
good one for most of the banner men 
with circuses and carnivals. 

Plenty of the, boys made from $5,000 
to $15,000, while one circus general 
agent says that the banner man on his 
show cleaned up around $18,000. 

Some criticism has been aroused, 
however, by the too enterprising boys 
who sold every bakery, every laundry 
and every meat shop in every town they 
made and promised the show's orders 
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(sometimes very greatly exajgerated) to 
all of them. 

This gave rise to controversies after 
the shows arrived and will prove bad for 
repeat business next year. 


Another harmful activity was the 
practice of selling advertising for as low 
as $5 to $15. 


The banner game is a good, legitimate 
proposition, capable of development into 
@ still more lucrative source of revenue. 

It will pay to keep it on a high plane 
and handle the deals so there will be 
all-round satisfaction.
